The incumbent interior secretary, An- 

gelo Reyes, has supposedly continued to 
resist the President's offer of the ambas- 
sadorship to the United States. 
* Ms Arroyo supposedly wants to use 
the DILG post to reward Antipolo Rep. 
Ronaldo Puno, whose previous stint as 
interior secretary was cut short by the 
abrupt end of the Estrada administra- 
tion. 

In a radio interview, Executive Secre- 
tary Eduardo Ermita declined to name 
names. 

“Lets just wait for the President's an- 
‘nouncements. Shell probably make 
them before the end of this week," he 
said. 

Ermita was hesitant to call the Cabinet 
makeover a "major" undertaking, saying 
it would affect only a few Cabinet posts, 
most Cabinet-level posts in the Office of 
the President, and minor posts in gov- 
ernment agencies. 

But he said the changes had been set, 
and that he was just waiting for Ms Ar- 
royo's go-signal.

PLANNING TO SHOOT WILD 
birds with that new air rifle you got 
for Christmas? И youre in 
Makati—don't. 

Beginning this year, people in the 
country’s financial capital are only 
allowed to bird watch or, at most, 
shoot pictures of birds. A city ordi- 
nance has declared Makati City а 
bird sanctuary—a protected area 
for birds to nest and procreate in. 

“We thought we should declare 
the whole city a bird sanctuary, so 
that we could undertake more 
greening projects and set aside ar- 
eas for planting to encourage the 
reproduction, nesting and visits of 
more birds," said Gerlie Santos, a 
consultant of the city’s Department 
of Environmental Services (DES). 

‘The local legislation, passed by 
the city council late last year, was 
based on a DES proposal. Imple- 
mented at the start of the new year, 
the legislation, Santos said, im- 
posed fines and penalties on those 
caught harming or trading in wild 
birds, making süch activities а 
crime in Makati.

nothing to eat at least once over a recent 
three-month period, according to the So- 
cial Weather Stations. 

More than half of those surveyed also 
ranked themselves as poor, with those de- 
scribing themselves as living in poverty ris- 
ing to 57 percent in the fourth quarter of 
2005, from 49 percent in the previous 
quarter, according to the results of the 
polling group's 4th Quarter Social Weather 
Survey. 

Of the households surveyed, 16.7 per- 
cent reported experiencing hunger in the 
last quarter of 2005, а record high since 
SWS began hunger surveys in mid-1998, 
the polling firm said. 

SWS said the proportional figure, or an es- 
timated 2.8 million families, surpassed the 
previous peak of 16.1 percent in March 2001. 
‘The proportion of people going hungry has 
been in the double-digits since the second 
quarter of 2004. 


Misleading picture 

“These directly measured high levels of 
economic deprivation demonstrate yet again 
that orthodox economic statistics such as 
gross national product give a very misleading 
picture of the state of economic well-being," 
SWS said. 

The survey was released just days after the 
President declared war "against poverty 
hunger and unemployment," and ordered the 
release of P35 billion to “pump-prime” the 
economy. 

Hunger was defined as having nothing to 
eat at least once in the past three months, ex- 
cluding fasting for religious or other purpos- 
es. 

SWS said the highest proportion of 
hunger reported—21.7 percent in Decem- 
ber up from 12 percent in August 
2005—was in the Mindanao region, which 
has been wracked by more than three 
decades of a Muslim rebellion, extremist 
terror and a communist insurgency.

Nesting, resting place 

The legislation further said that 
the city-run Makati Park and Gar.

Hunger also rose in Metro Manila to 21 : 
percent from 16.7 percent and in the Visayas 
from 13.3 percent to 14.3 percent during the. 
same period. 

But the hunger rate dropped for the rest of 
Luzon, from 18 percent to 13.7 percent, dur- 
ing the survey period. 


Randomly selected 

The survey was based on interviews be- 
tween Nov. 27 and Dec. 4 of 1,200 household 
heads randomly selected nationwide, includ- 
ing 300 from Metro Manila. It had a margin of 
error of 3 percent. 

SWS described its survey as “the world's 
most rapid statistical system for directly 
tracking poverty and hunger at the national 
level.” 

The number of household heads who 
considered themselves poor jumped back 
to 57 percent after falling to 49 percent in 
‘August 2005, from 57 percent in May 
2005. 

Those who considered themselves poor 
said they needed about P10,000 a month to 
escape poverty in Metro Manila and P5,000 
outside the capital region. 


Lowering standards 

“Such money-value thresholds were al- 
ready reached as early as six years ago, even 
though the cost of living rose greatly every 
year. The failure of the thresholds to increase 
despite much inflation is a sign that the poor 
are actually lowering their real living stan- 
dards,” SWS said. 

The hunger rate worsened among those ex- 
periencing severe hunger (families going 
hungry often or always) nationwide as their 
mumber rose to 3.9 percent (more than 
600,000) in the fourth quarter, from 2.6 per- 
cent the previous quarter. 

Filipinos experiencing moderate hunger 
(empty stomach once or a few times in the 
last three months) fell slightly to 12.8 per- 
cent (2.1 million families) in the fourth 
quarter from 12.9 percent in the third quar- 
ter.

Penalties 

First time offenders may face a 
fine of P1,000 or a maximum jail 
term of one month, while those 
found to have violated the ordi- 
nance twice shall pay а P3,000 
fine or face imprisonment of up to 
six months. 

Succeeding violations have а 
5,000 fine or a one-year prison 
term. In all cases, a trial court may 
decide to impose both the pre- 
scribed fines and jail time, depend- 
ing on the gravity ofthe offense.

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Int’l church group seeks 
probe of summary killings

А HIGH-LEVEL DELEGATION OF 
United Methodist Church leaders 
is appalled at the spate of extraju- 
сіг) killings and harassment in 
the Philippines, 

"The group led by Bishop John 
Hopkins of Cleveland, Ohio, 
wrapped up a three-day factfind- 
ing mission to the country yester- 
day and condemned the spate of at- 
tacks on journalists, church workers 
and human rights activists, 

Composed of top Methodist 
leaders from Europe, Africa and 
Russia and representing 11 million 
church members worldwide, the 
delegation interviewed relatives of 
human rights victims and met with 
officials of Malacafiang, the mili- 
tary the US Embassy and others. 

“If the killings do not stop, we 
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pledge to continue the strongest pos- 
sible advocacy to the governments of 
the Philippines and the United States 
and the United Nations to insist 
these injustices cease," the group 
said ina manifesto. 

The group was alarmed over 
some 150 documented cases of 
unsolved killings and harassment 
all over the country between Jan- 
чагу and November last year 
alone, said the New York-based 
Rev. Liberato Bautista, assistant 
secretary general for UN and In- 
ternational Affairs of the General 
Board of Church and Society. 

In the manifesto, the church 
leaders called on the government 
to conduct an "immediate and 
impartial investigation of all re 
cent extrajudicial executions.” 

‘They also sought from Presi- 
dent Macapagal-Arroyo а "com- 


mitment not to impose martial 
rule or other limitations on civil 
liberties or human rights.” 

They scored the govemment’s pur- 
ported failure to differentiate between 
"real subversives’ and those who 
“work for justice and the poor” 

“Undue labeling is a blanket en- 
dorsement of harassment and an 
open invitation for extrajudicial ехе- 
cutions,” Bautista told the INQUIRER. 

‘The delegation noted that the 
relatives of the victims were con- 
vinced the killings and harass- 
ment were the handiwork of ei- 
ther the police or the military. 

“Because of the high level of fear 
and intimidation among victims it is 
difficult to identify the perpetrators, 
таййп it appear that they enjoy im- 
punity for their actions,” the delega- 
tion said, "This threatens the quality of 
civic life in the Philippines.”

He is the same 
Bunye who had claimed and de- 
nied his claims so many times 
that his word is worthless. 

"Tor the record, the FVR-Drilon 
and yours truly meeting was cor- 
dial and lasted more than two 
hours. President Ramos was а 
gracious host,” Sotto said.

Around 
25 people were being treated for 
possible bird fiu symptoms early 
Friday as authorities from the 
health and agriculture ministries 
attempted to manage more out- 
breaks across the east of Turkey. 

Hulya Kocyigit, 11, died only a 
day after her 15-year-old sister, 
Fatma Kocyigit, succumbed to the 
disease on Thursday. Their broth-

"The countrys largest Shiite party, SCIRI, also 
blamed Sunni Arab extremists, but in a chord 
struck by several politicians Thursday the 
Supreme Council for the Islamic Revolution al- 
зо condemned policies it claimed were imposed 
by the US-led coalition that were hampering 
Iraqi security forces’ counterterrorism work. 

‘The US Embassy in Baghdad said it was “ap- 
palled” by the attacks. “This terror aims simply 
to kil innocent Iraqis and provoke further con- 
flict between them,” the embassy said. 

Thursday's death toll reflected a level of vio- 
lence rarely seen since the fall of Saddam Hus- 
sein in 2003 and included the deaths of five 
‘American soldiers killed by a roadside bomb.

The bombing, on a day pilgrims arrive for 
Friday prayers, killed 63 people and injured

infant girl in a bright red jumpsuit lay in a 
pool of blood, their faces covered by a sheet. 
‘Television images showed men ferrying the 
‘wounded in pushearts. 

In Ramadi, a bomber standing among 
about 1,000 police recruits struck about 40 
minutes after the Karbala attack, killing 56 
people and injuring 60, said Mohammed al- 
Ani, a doctor at Ramadi General Hospital. 

The bomber struck at a police screening cen- 
ter in Ramadi, an insurgent stronghold 115 
kilometers west of Baghdad. Marine Capt. Jef- 
frey S. Pool said recruits later got back in line to 
‘continue the screening process. 

In other violence Thursday, a suicide car 
bomb killed three Iraqi soldiers in Baghdad, 
Lt. Col. Thamir al-Gharawi said, and gunmen 
killed three people in separate incidents, po- 
lice said, raising Thursday's death toll to 130. 

The Karbala bomber detonated а vest 
stuffed with about eight kilograms of explo- 
sives and several hand grenades, Col. Razaq 
al-Taie said. At least five Iranian Shiites were 
among the dead, Meshawi said.

Prime Minister Ibrahim al-Jaafari said the 
attacks were the insurgents’ response “to the 
successful political process," while Karbala's 
governor, Agee! al-Khazraji, blamed “takfitis 
and Saddamists” for the attack. The takfiri 
ideology is followed by extremist Sunni Mus- 
lims bent on killing anyone they consider ал 
infidel, even fellow Muslims. Al-Qaida in Iraq 
leader Abu Musab al-Zarqawi is a takfiri, and 
his group often has targeted Shiites. 

A senior official in the Iraqi Accordante 
Front, the main minority Sunni coalition, de- 
nounced the violence and called for solidarity 
among Iraqis to defeat it, but he blamed Iraq's 
Jeaders for allowing it to happen. 

“This government has not only failed to 
end violence, but it has become an accom- 
plice in the cycle of violence by adopting зес- 
tarian policies and by weakening the state 
and strengthening militia groups,” Izzat al-

53 killed in Me 
collapse ahead 


MECCA, SAUDI ARABIA—RESCUE WORK- 
ers still hoped Friday to find survivors in a 
four-story building that collapsed in Islam's 
holiest city killing at least 53 people and mar- 
ring the start of the annual gathering of mil- 
lions of pilgrims. 

Under spotlights, hundreds of men worked 
with cranes and other tools through the night to 
remove huge slabs of concrete from the site of. 
Thursday's collapse. Some workers cut through 
steel girders with blow torches and others used 
microphones to listen for signs of life. 

Interior Ministry spokesperson Maj. Gen. 
Mansour al-Turki said Friday the toll had 
reached 53 dead and two injured, the official 
Saudi Press Agency reported on its website. 

“1 believe that people are trapped and I stil 
hope to find some survivors,” said Brig. Hamad 
al-Ahmadi, who oversaw the night operation. 

Relatives of people who were in the building 
waited all night at the scene for news of their 
loved ones. But workers recovered only dead 
bodies Friday. 

Аз the rescue operation continued, more 
than one million pilgrims attended Friday 
prayers in the Grand Mosque. They had come to 
Mecca for the annual hajj pilgrimage that be- 
gins Monday.

According to Islam, anyone who dies on the 
way to or during the hajj a martyr and goes to 
heaven. 

The hajj is one of the five pillars of Islam that 
Muslims are obliged to undertake at least once 
in their lifetime if they can afford it. The other 
pillars are to profess that there is only one God 
and Mohammed is His prophet, to pray five 
times daily, to give alms and to fast during the 
holy month of Ramadan. AP

FAWOMEN'S SOCIAL HISTORY OF THE PHILIPPINES 
were to be written, the name of Cecilia Мийо Palma 
would figure prominently in it. As the first woman jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court, she takes her place alongside 
other Filipinas who achieved “firsts”: Maria Francisco de 
Villacerna, the first Filipina lawyer; Honoria Acosta-Sison, 
the first physician; Catalina Arevalo, the first dentist; Encar- 
nacion Alzona, the first historian; Leona 
EDITORIAL Florentino, the first poet; Rosario de 
Leon, the first woman writer; Magdalena 
Jalandoni, the first woman novelist; Celia Castillo, the first 
sociologist; Filomena Francisco, the first pharmacist; Belen 
Enrile Gutierrez, the first certified public accountant; Socor- 
то Simuangco, the first dermatologist; Carmen Concha, the 
first film director and producer; Criselda J. Garcia-Bausa, 
the first paleontologist; Ali Macawaris, the first oceanogra- 
pher; Geronima Pecson, the first senator; Asuncion Arriola 
Perez, the first Cabinet secretary; Jovita Fuentes, the first in- 
ternational opera star; Lt. Col. Ramona Palabrica-Go, the 
first battalion commander; Ana Bayle, the first international 
supermodel; Lea Salonga, the first to win the Olivier and 
Tony best actress awards; and of course, Corazon Aquino, 
the first woman president. 

It is true that many of the achievements of these Filip- 
{паз came about with suffrage and greater women's 
rights during the 20th century, but Filipinas during the 
Spanish era had achieved a number of firsts of their own. 
For example, the first Filipina education manager was Sor 
Candida Ocampo, who became directress of Colegio де 
Santa Isabel, the oldest girls’ school in the Philippines. 
The first founders of indigenous religious congregations 
were Mother Francisca and Mother Ignacia. Their orders, 
the Dominican Siena Sisters and the Religious of the Vir- 
gin Mary, are two of the biggest congregations for nuns 
today, with some members even running missions and 
schools abroad. Since both are candidates for canoniza- 
tion, Mother Francisca and Mother Ignacia may also be- 
come the first Filipina saints. 

Perhaps it is because of the achievements of these Filip- 
ibas during and after the Spanish era that Palma, a product 
ОЁ Benedictine Catholic education at St. Scholastica’s Col- 
lege (she was not named after Santa Cecilia for nothing, to 
whom the music-loving Benedictine nuns dedicated their 
music hall), as well as of the public school system during 
the American era (she took up Law at the University of the 
Philippines), was able to achieve a number of firsts: first fe- 
male prosecutor in 1947, first woman judge at the Court of 
First Instance in the 1950s, first female justice of the 
Supreme Court in 1973, and president of the Constitution- 
al Commission in 1986, 

But the firsts she achieved would have remained merely 
on the level of statistics had Palma not distinguished her- 
self. She responded with professionalism and boldness to 
the challenges that came with the moment and the milieu. 

‘The milieu was the social environment of repression and 
curtailment of civil liberties engendered by martial law. 
The moment was her address on World Law Day in 1975 in 
which she called for the lifting of martial rule. The exhorta- 
tion was cheered by members of the bar and libertarians all 
over, but not by Chief Justice Vicente Abad Santos, who 
called her an "ingrate" for embarrassing President Ferdi- 
nand Marcos, who had appointed her to the Court in 1973. 

She repeated the act when she dissented against the ma- 
cor ‘opinion in the habeas corpus case of Sen. Jose W, Dio- 

o. 

In both cases, Palma made her point with rationality and 
conviction, without the hysterics we usually mistake for 
feistiness, Later, she challenged the dictatorship as an op- 
position lawmaker in the Batasang Pambansa, helped stir 
the transition as Concom president, and helped profession- 
alize government charities as chair of the Philippines Char- 
ity Sweepstakes Office, 

Perhaps it is what we would best remember her for: Ce- 
cilia Muñoz Palma making her point with legal and consti- 
tutional brilliance, moral conviction and confident calm- 
ness, without brashness and shrill theatrics. She fashioned 
her belief and philosophy after her icons, like St. Scholasti- 
ca, who helped her brother, St, Benedict, pull Europe out of 
the Dark Ages, and Roberto Concepcion, the chief justice 
who deprived himself of a generous pension when he left 
the bench short of retirement in protest of martial law. 

Cecilia Мићог Palma was a paragon of the best of Fil- 
ipino womanhood, With her death at the age of 91, she 
passes now to immortality, embodying the best of the Fil- 
ipino, regardless of sex. 
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WITH THE FESTIVE SEASON OVER, LET US 
hope that the Supreme Court will buckle down 
to work after rehearsing and performing the 
rigodon the justices danced at Chief Justice Hi- 
lario Davide's retirement party at the Manila 
Hotel last month. This is the first time, as far as 
1 know, where the members of the highest tri 
bunal displayed their terpsichorean talents, 
such as they were, to the amusement of the tol- 
erant audience. 

‘There are still many important cases await- 
ing the decision of the Supreme Court under 
the new leadership of Chief Justice Artemio М 
Panganiban, who claims he has so far punctu- 
ally disposed of all the cases raffled to him. His 
exemplary record should be a goal to emulate, 
perhaps even to surpass, by the associate jus- 
tices whose pace in deciding their own assign- 
ments cannot be exactly described as speedy. 

‘One reason for this weakness is verbosity. 1 
have remarked on this problem more than 
once in this column. Where a case can be dis 
posed of in a few pages, a justice can expand it 
to scores of repetitive citations where one or 
two precedents will suffice to justify his con- 
clusions. The narration of the facts alone will 
cover much of the opinion where even the ir- 
relevant details will be recited, The motive 
may be to impress the reader that the ponente 
did his homework when it was his anonymous 
researcher who discharged it. 

А case in point that I discussed in an earlier 
article was the challenge to the second im- 
peachment resolution against Chief Justice 
Davide, 415 SCRA 44, where the majority 
opinion covered all of 74 pages and the con- 
‘curring and dissenting opinions extended the 
decision by another 227 pages, to occupy one- 
third of the volume, The general effect was a 
total bore, not to mention the government ex- 
pense of printing the superfluity. 

If the justices hoped to impress the public 
with their erudition, they failed intolerably. 
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Not many people, including law students and 
even practicing lawyers, had the patience to 
read through the laborious decision, prefer- 
ring instead to rely on the newspaper reports 
that told it all without needless pedantry. The 
justices did not get the publicity they must 
have sought but vainly. 

In Agan vs. Piatco, 402 SCRA 612, the 
Supreme Court ruled against the respondent in 
а 10-4-1 decision that covered 123 pages in- 
cluding the concurring and dissenting opin- 
ions. The motion for reconsideration was de- 
nied in another 32 pages where, significantly, 
‘the majority was reduced to 7, 2 more joined 
the dissenters, and another 2 took no part, The 
case is now under arbitration in Singapore and 
the United States, where the awards will ex- 
pectedly be shorter and simpler, 

1 also hope that the Supreme Court will 
study their cases with more studious attention 
before making their decisions instead of com- 
ing off half-cocked, as it were, only to change 
their minds and reverse themselves later, I 
have in mind the case of Secretary of Justice vs. 
Lantion, 322 SCRA 160, where the 9-6 deci- 
sion ruled in favor of Mark Jimenez and the 
motion for reconsideration sustained the peti- 
tioner by an also 9-6 vote, The ponencia was 
contained in 67 pages and the resolution re- 
versing itin 34, for a total of 101 pages. 

This is not to say that the Supreme Court 
should always stick to its original decision по 
matter how unpopular it may be, The case of 
Umil v. Ramos, 187 SCRA 311, (decided dur- 


ing my time) received much public censure but 
was sustained in the motion for reconsidera- 
tion although this time there were more dis- 
senting opinions, obviously to placate public 
opinion. To the two original dissenters, three 
more justices joined to criticize the majority 
ponencia, But many thought their change of 
mind was more political than judicial 

А more recent example is the case involving 
the Mining Law, which was declared partly un- 
constitutional by a vote of 8-5-1 in 117 pages 
of Vol. 421 of the SCRA. Eleven months later, 
the decision was reversed in a 10-4-1 resolu- 
tion consisting of 246 pages, including the sep- 
arate opinions. It was reported in more than 
one-half of Vol. 445 of the SCRA. The justices 
must have spent a lot of time reconsidering the 
case even as they presumably had also deliber- 
ated carefully on the original ponencia. They 
probably thought they were writing for poster- 
ity when they could not even get the attention 
of their present audience. 

Looking at the present Supreme Court, my 
worst fear is not of the above-discussed flaws 
but its possible lack of independence, especial- 
ly from Malacafiang. Gloria Macapagal Arroyo 
has so far never lost a case before the highest 
tribunal and it is not unlikely that her record 
will remain unbroken. 

‘The reason is that 10 of the current justices 
were appointed by her, including Chief Justice 
Panganiban, who was originally appointed by 
President Ramos like Justices Puno and 
Quisumbing but owes his present position to 
GMA. And there is stil the present vacancy in 
the Court she will also fill, let alone the fact 
that Puno and Quisumbing are both hoping for 
her blessings when Panganiban retires next 
December. 

So how will the Supreme Court decide the 
constitutional challenge to President Arroyo's 
Executive Order No. 464? Don't hold your 
breath 


Three-pronged strategy to sell Charter change 


FOR А LOT OF PEOPLE, A PARLIAMENTARY 
form of government has a lot to recommend it, 
albeit for different reasons. Our legislators, for 
example, want it badly because it increases 
their power tremendously, since they will be 
taking over the functions of the executive 
branch of government as well, the president 
being relegated toa figurehead. Moreover, any 
worries about term limits and having to foist a 
wife or son or daughter on their constituencies 
as seat-warmers because of term limits will be 
а thing of the past; parliamentary systems 
don't have them. 

А parliamentary system would also be very 
welcome to those who want to lead the coun- 
try but don't have the mass appeal to win in di- 
rect elections, It would give fresh impetus to 
the ambitions of people like Jose de Venecia or 
Eduardo Cojuangco Jt, or even wannabes like, 
say, Prospero Pichay Jr, or, for that matter, the 
rest of the powerful political families, ‘They 
don’t have to contend with the people (except 
for those in their constituency) anymore, they 
‘will be operating in a milieu where they are at 
thelr best: the give-and-take of negotiations 
with other politicians or families, wheeling 
and dealing for power or power-sharing, 

‘Then there are certain big businessmen, 
e.g» Lucio Tan and his ilk, who would find the 
parliamentary system much more convenient 
(read: cheaper), for the simple reason that 
they will only have two branches of govern- 
ment to “capture” instead of the present three. 
One can even imagine them (a horrifying 
thought) deciding not Just to control the coun- 
try Indirectly, but to have direct control or in- 
fluence by themselves running for parliament 
from a relatively safe seat, and then exercising. 
political leverage, including aspiring to be 
prime minister, 

No wonder, then, that all these groups are 
pushing mightily for a parliamentary system, 
although none of them will give the real ren- 
sons for thelr advocacy, But while the Pilipino 
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is exasperated by the kind of governance s/he 
has been made to suffer under, s/he is not will- 
ing to forego the privilege of voting directly for 
the head of government, While s/he might ac- 
cept that the present Constitution сап be im- 
proved, s/he is definitely leery (60 percent 
against) of a parliamentary form. So how to 
get them to change their mind? 

What the parliamentary advocates have 
соте up with isa three-pronged strategy. 

‘The first prong is to present the political, 
economie and social problems of the coun- 
try—from poverty to unemployment to cor- 
ruption, to crime, to insurgency, to terror- 
ism—as either directly linked to our presiden- 
tial system, or as being impervious to solution 
under a presidential system (how these are 
linked, or why a presidential system will not 
solve it, they do not elaborate). The parliamen- 
tary system is then presented as the cure-all. 

‘There is, it can be stated categorically, abso- 
lutely no empirical basis for making such as- 
sertions, But that does not stop them from 
making them anyway. 1 can only envy the abili- 
ty of my colleague, former Socio-Economic 
Planning Secretary Felipe Medalla, to illustrate 
his points with down-to-earth analogies, But 
let me пу; To say that the country's problems 
are caused by a presidential system and can be 
cured by a parliamentary system is like saying 
that a person's diarrhea is caused by ће toller 
һе uses, and can be cured by changing toilet. 
Or that malaria is caused by sleeping with а 
person, and сап be cured by sleeping with an- 
other person, 


Our parliamentary advocates are not about 
to put all their eggs in one basket, So they 
come up with the second prong of the strategy: 
dangling other attractions alongside а parlia- 
mentary shift that will make it more accept. 
able. In other words, offering a spoonful of 
sugar to help the medicine go down. The 
spoonful of sugar, for those who are sick of an 
“imperial Manila," is the promise of federal- 
ism. On the other hand, for those businessper- 
sons and professionals who have foreign 
clients or connections, or who are anxious for 
foreign investments, the spoonful of sugar is in 
the form of "liberalizing" the economic provi- 
slons of the present Constitution, 

‘These attractions are more smoke and mir- 
rors than substance, The promise of federalism 
is just that, a promise, It will not happen for а 
long time (10 years?) and, if ever, only after at 
least 60 percent of the areas vote for autono- 
my. Only when that threshold is reached can a 
new federal government be established. 

As for the so-called liberalization of the eco- 
nomic provisions, as I have discussed in va 
ous fora, these amendments are neither neces- 
sary nor sufficient conditions for foreign in- 
vestments to come in. To use another analogy, 
if a house is termite-ridden, opening its doors 
and windows wide will not attract possible oc- 
cupants, 

‘And what is the third prong? For this, our 
advocates use what they are most familiar 
with: out and out bribery. Thus we have the 
transitory provision "No-El" or no elections in 
2007. Ай local officials (and guess what, all 
legislators as well, free-riding all the way) 
whose terms will end in 2007 will be given 
three years extra in office if the parliamentary 
system (as well as the other constitutional 
changes) is approved, What better incentive 
for them to work for such approval? 

Brilliant? Maybe, But given the resulting 
осту, they may have outsmarted themselves. 
For the country’s sake, one fervently hopes зо, 
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Why not four presidents t 


REPORTS SAY EFFORTS ARE BEING TAKEN BY 
some opposition figures to bring about a meeting 
among three former presidents, Corazon Aquino, 
Fidel Ramos and Joseph Estrada, to work out а 
reconciliation program that would benefit the 
country's poor. But why settle for three presidents 
when there could be four talking? Why not bring 
їп President Macapagal-Arroyo? This would be 
more realistic and much more could be accom- 
plished. Nothing would be more reassuring to our 
troubled people than the sight of the members of 
this most exclusive club gathering in, say, balmy 
Талау, over Cory’s favorite dinner recipe, Етар 
favorite wine (cheaper than Petrus, in Keeping 
with the hard times), РУКУ favorite cigar an 

GMAs favorite brandy. Imagine that! How it 
would loosen up old pent-up hurts. If it should 
соте to pass, they could also map out a common 
program of action against poverty and terrorism. 


In the United States, a dialogue among sur- 
viving presidents is not unusual. Recall that for- 
mer Presidents Bill Clinton and George Bush Sr. 
carried out morale- and fund-raising missions 
for President George W. Bush in the aftermath 
of the tsunami disaster. Recall, too, how former 
President Jimmy Carter has been carrying out 
missions as US ambassador of goodwill, specifi 
cally to popularize Habitat for Humanity and 
help monitor elections in foreign trouble areas. 

‘Over the past two days, my feedback from 
people from various quarters, who have all re- 
tained a high regard for FVR, is that they hope 
he'd truly work on what could be his outstand- 
ing legacy. That is, work for national unity and 
usher the shift to a parliamentary form of gov- 
ernment. Maybe FVR could host this block- 
buster dinner in Tanay.

‘TV stations and cable news, reported that 12 of 13 
miners trapped in a coal mine in West Virginia had 
been found alive. But three hours later, mine offi- 
cials announced that in truth only one survivor 
had been rescued and that the others were dead. 
By the time the correction was issued, most Ameri- 
can papers had already printed their early edi- 
tions, and much of the nation had gone to bed 
thinking a miraculous rescue had been pulled off. 

"Alive! Miners beat odds," USA Today blared in 
its headline. “Theyre Alive" proclaimed the Hart. 
ford Courant, while the Boston Herald announced 
"Miner Miracle.” Similar front-page stories ran in 
The New York Times, Washington Post, Los Ange- 
les Times, and were carried by all the major broad 
cast networks, 

Journalism is often described as “the first rough 
draft of history" writes Dowd, but in this instance, 
“rough turned out to be a horribly apt description. 
for how the coal mine tragedy was covered.” 

"The staff of the Newseum, which is devoted to 

studying the news media, reviewed the coverage 
of the tragedy and found that “slightly more than 
half of 250 US newspapers published front-page 
stories that the miners were alive,” noting that 
"few stories raised doubts about the story's credi- 
bility, most did not make clear that the news was 
based on second-hand accounts from family mem- 
bers (and that there had been) no confirmations 
from company officials." 
ANALYZING the American media's perfor- 
‘mance, National Public Radio's David Folken- 
flik, writing in the NPR's website, cites CNN re- 
porter Anderson Cooper, who at first revealed 
the news with some cautionary overtones: 
“That is incredible news. Again, if this turns out 
to be true, we have not been able to indepen- 
dently confirm this, but the family members 
have been told that the 12 miners are alive.”

Malayan-Negrito people of Mindoro. The first 
written mention of the word "Manguianes" was 
in 1577 by Fray Martin de Rada, Nothing more 
appeared until 1630. 

We are told by Augustinian Friar Juan de Medina. 
that the island of Mindoro was accessible through 
Batangas (as it still is) and that it was very large and 
very well covered with mountains. It had beautiful 
rivers and lots of fish and, above ай, it had a lot of 
‘wax that was mainly gathered by "the ancient in- 
habitants of the country...the people called 
Mangyan (forest people).^ Although considered 
savages,” the friars regarded the Mangyans as 
“simple, honest, temperate people” who were 
afraid the Spaniards would capture them in order 
to have them man their boats, Thus, the wax they 
gathered was turned over to the "Tagals" who used 
tto pay their tribute. 

"The Mangyans were not exclusive to Mindoro 
but apparently also inhabited the interiors of 
Romblon and Tablas so that the name was collec- 
tive and, at the time, referred to other communi- 
ties, These groups were basically nomadic, did пог 
appear to have any knowledge of agriculture or of 
money and roamed the forests in batches or by 
families. The men wore g-strings and the women 
30 or 40 yards of rattan (bejuco) around their hips. 

Oddly enough, the friars considered the 
Mangyans “savages” and there is no mention that 
these people had a system of writing believed to

A media disaster 
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But 15 minutes later, notes Folkenflik, 
"Cooper dropped the attributions and reported 
itas fact.” 

Thappened to have my TV set tuned to CNN 
when this “happy” news was first announced, 
and, indeed, the coverage was relentlessly up- 
beat and celebratory. I distinctly remember а 
CNN female reporter interviewing the ecstatic 
wife of one of the miners, who was carrying her 
young daughter on her back. I can only hope 
that her husband was the sole survivor, but if 
not, my heart goes out to her for going through 
such a hellish roller-coaster of emotions. 

CNN reported that the tolling of church bells 
was the first sign that good news was in the off- 
ing, and many of the news organizations claim 
they based their sources on interviews with res- 
сце workers as well as Gov. Joe Manchin, who 
later denied having confirmed the news. Major- 
ity, though, relied on interviews with the min- 
ers families. 

Greg Mitchell, writing in the website of the. 

trade journal Editor and Publisher, describes the 
media's performance as "disturbing and dis- 
graceful,” speculating that editors and reporters 
must have gotten “carried away” by this rare bit 
of good news they ignored possible flaws in the 
story, particularly the faulty sourcing. 
WHY is the media's handling of the Sago mine dis- 
aster such an issue? The Public Eye, a blog of CB- 
SNews.com, says the "hot debates” are about "the 
very soul of the news media— credibility" 

À lot of newspaper editors interviewed in the 
wake of the “media disaster" felt they did all they 
could to mitigate the damage, and that they һай 
based their stories "on available information at the

Some papers stopped the presses, 
destroyed copies with the erroneous headline and 
rushed new editions. Other editors chose to wait 
until the next day when they could publish a writ- 
ten apology and explain the process of the flawed. 
coverage. 

Jodi Shafer, a media critic of the online maga- 
zine Slate, says the media gaffes in the wake ofthe. 
disaster "should underscore to readers that we in 
the media are fallible. Ours is a flawed business.”

LOCAL journalists might find some comfort 
from this “disaster” involving the American 
media, but it also holds lessons for us. 

‘The ability to mount 24/7 blanket coverage 
of breaking news has brought news coverage to 
a whole new level of excitement and immedia- 
cy But it can also lead to new levels of reckless- 
ness and irresponsibility, especially when very 
little happens and on-the-spot reporters are un- 
der pressure to produce visually compelling 
news. Recall the coverage surrounding the kid- 
napping of Angelo dela Cruz in Iraq, and the re- 
entless hounding his family and neighbors had 
to go through. 

When news like the "successful rescue" of 12 
miners for whom a media vigil had been 
mounted breaks, the race to milk it of all hu- 
man interest is as much a consequence of bore- 
dom as of competitiveness. And in such a situa- 
tion, journalists are likely to drop their guard, 
relaxing their vigilance and skepticism. 

What the mine disaster coverage teaches us 
is that in a confusing situation where develop- 
ments have yet to be independently and offi- 
cially confirmed, a cautious reporter is vastly 
preferred to a gung-ho cheerleader. 

When even a tabloid entertainment show 
like "The Insider" can run a critique of Ameri- 
can mainstream media's performance, "seri- 
ous” journalists should realize the time has 
come for major review and atonement. 
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have originated in India 2,500 years ago. (How it 
got to the inhabitants of Mindoro is not known, 
which is probably why researchers believe each 
Mangyan tribe has a migration history of its own.)

There were 
17 syllabaries existing in the Philippines in the 16th 
century. Today, four remain, Aside from the Buhid 
and the Hanunoo Mangyan scripts, there are the 
Palawan and Tagbanua scripts of Palawan. In 
1999, these scripts were officially inscribed in the 
"Memory of the World" register of the Unesco. 
‘Another skill is weaving, which is still done by 
the women of the Hanunoo Mangyan family, a skill 
they learn from their mothers after they marry.

Its such an atrocious statement but true, nonetheless. To 
be an artist is to be a masochist. Artists, more often than not, 
don't get what they really deserve and endure an understat- 
ed lifestyle. So, when I decided to pursue a degree in Art 
Studies for the sake of passion, I was prepared for the worst, 
including fewer job opportunities and a minimal salary. 

Curse it. Landing a job that suits one’s baccalaureate de- 
gree is extremely dif- 
ficult these days. In 
fact, most of my 
bath mates have 
ended up working in 
сай centers, busi- 
ness-process out- 
sourcing, marketing 
companies and the 
like, holding jobs 
that are totally unre- 
lated to what they 
have learned in col- 
lege because of the 
much higher compensations they get. 

It’s а common knowledge that call center agents work in 
shifting cycles and therefore endure erratic sleep cycles. 1 
cannot imagine how they manage to keep performing such a 
robotic and monotonous job after four years of acquiring 
“cultural capital” in the premier state university and being 
bombarded with jargon, aesthetic theories and art criticism. 
Jargon and communication, from whatever angle Took at ft, 
do not blend together. 

‘True, the present economic landscape is hardly ideal for 
graduates of art-related courses. The art market is so limited. 
То make things even worse, the perennial issue of unemploy- 
‘ment and underemployment remain unsolved. 

Last April, about 385,000 fresh graduates joined the labor 
market. Within the year, only 4 out of every 10 graduates 
were expected to land a job. Many of those who are able to 
find employment in the next two years will be working in call 
centers. In a report, the National Statistics Office said that 
the rate of joblessness rose to 11.3 percent in January last 
year. That means some 4.03 million Filipino adults were un; 
employed as of January 2005, up from 3.9 million a year ear; 
lier. i 

‘Amid the predicaments new graduates face today, 1 con- 
sider myself lucky enough to have landed a job as a writer in 
а government agency that systematizes national efforts to- 
ward the development, preservation and promotion of cul- 
ture and the arts. It took me about three months—the most 
demoralizing and frustrating days of my life so far—to final- 
ly land a job. 

Persistence, as they say, is the key to victory. Don't give up 
trying to do what you really want to do and you can never о 
wrong. And that's exactly what I did. I was set on starting a 
career in a cultural agency. I persisted and equipped myself 
with extreme patience. 

Thave always wanted to work in a cultural agency. For one 
thing, a job in a cultural office is relevant to the degree I took 
up in college and my advocacy as an art aficionado. 1 am also 
convinced that the Philippines has a more vigorous artistic 
community than any other Southeast Asian countries. Our 
country is а haven of talented painters, sculptors, muralists 
and folk artists. To be part of a cultural agency is to help pro- 
mote our artistic and cultural legacies among the Filipino 
people and the rest of the world. р 

Second, I would like to challenge myself. To workin а goy: 
ernment agency means dealing with a hierarchy and dis: 
putes. Literally and figuratively, one has to fight to assért 
one's moral, intellectual and political beliefs with the domi:

with the man who helped write off Japanese dominion 
in the whole of Asia and the Pacific during World War Il. 


History has literally forgotten about Delfin 
Jaranilla—his stern but scholarly and com- 
passionate looks, his noteworthy stint in pub- 
lic service, and his all-important role during 
the war. 

Jaranilla rose to prominence when on Jan. 
19, 1946, while serving as associate justice of 
the Supreme Court, he was named by Presi- 
dent Manuel Roxas as the only Philippine del- 
сваке to the International Military Tribunal 
for the Far East, better known as the Tokyo 
War Crimes Tribunal. While it was the Nurem- 
berg War Crimes Tribunal that tried and later 
sentenced to death or long years in prison 
Nazi perpetrators of the war, it was the 11- 
member Tokyo court that dealt with their 
Japanese counterparts. 


Potsdam Declaration 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur, supreme com- 
mander for the Allied Powers, created the 
Tokyo tribunal in compliance with the Allies" 
Potsdam Conference Declaration in Germany 
on July 26, 1945, which stated: "We do not in- 
tend that the Japanese shall be enslaved as а 
race or destroyed as a nation, but stern justice 
shall be meted out to all war criminals, in- 
cluding those who have visited cruelties upon 
our prisoners.” 

Aside from Jaranilla, 10 top jurists from 
10 countries composed the Tokyo 
court—Sir William Webb of Australia, Ed- 
ward McDougall of Canada, Mei Ju-ao of 
China, Henri Bernard of France, Radhabin- 
od Pal of India, ВМА. Roling of the Nether- 
lands, Harvey Northeroft of New Zealand, 
Lord Patrick of the United Kingdom, John 
Higgins of the United States (replaced by 
Maj. Gen. Cramer) and LM. Zarayanov of 
the then Soviet Union. 

Almost three years after it convened on 
April 29, 1946, the court released its verdict 
crafted from the testimonies of 419 witnesses 
and over 4,000 exhibits of evidence. 

Charged with “conventional war crimes" to 
“crimes against peace" to “crimes against hu- 
manity" the defendants were either meted 
ош the death penalty or life sentence. 

Seven were sentenced to death, including 
Hideki Tojo, who was Japan's prime minister 
and minister of the army from October 1941 
to 1944. Among others, Tojo ordered the at- 
tack of the US naval base in Pearl Harbor. 

Sixteen received life sentences. 

Aside from Tojo, three of the accused were 
former premiers. Four were former war min 
isters, two were former Navy ministers, and 
six were former generals. 


Aman of peace 

Marcelino Padilla Jr, a nephew of Jaranil- 
Ja, said it was a big disappointment why histo- 
ry books did not carry much account of 
Jaranilla’s life and writings. 

Padilla, а retired public school teacher, said 
the late Supreme Court justice was not only a 
soldier, lawyer and public servant but also a 
man of music (violinist) and sports (a bicycle 
racer in his youth, a prolific golfer, a brilliant 
chess player, and an expert marksman). 

"Tay Delfin is worthy of a particular place 
їп history and should be committed to memo- 
ry by the llonggos. His valor was uncommon, 
intellect defined, and public service career ex- 
emplary. He did the Ilonggo nation proud be- 
fore an international community who valued 
peace and deeply abhorred the cruelty of 
war,” he said. 

Tn living through the meanness of war, he 
emerged asa man of peace, Padilla said. 

He hoped that Jaranilla would be accorded 
his rightful place in history as his family quiet- 
ly marked his 122nd birth anniversary last

Born to Antonio Jaranilla, a farmer and 
fishpond owner, and Juana Jebucion in Jere- 
os, La Paz, lloilo City on Dec. 24, 1883, Delfin 
topped the pensionado examinations in Iloilo 
in 1903, which entitled him to a scholarship 
at the Sta. Ana High School in Orange County, 
California 

He earned his Bachelors of. Laws degree 
from the Jesuit-run Georgetown University, 
also in the US, in 1907. He spent his universi- 
ty years with Cebuano Jose Ma. Cuenco, who 
majored in Canon Law. Cuenco would in time 
serve as archbishop of Jaro. 

After graduation, Jaranilla returned to the 
Philippines to serve the government in vari 
ous capacities—as a law clerk, clerk of court, 
fiscal (prosecutor) and judge. He eventually 
became secretary of justice and associate jus 
tice of the Supreme Court in 1945. When the 
war broke out, President Manuel L. Quezon 
named him chief of the Armed Forces Judge 
‘Advocate General's Office. 

Jaranilla married Angela Hipolito Salazar, 
a graduate of the ойо Normal School. They 
had four children—Delfin Jr, Antonio, Rosa 
and Emma. Angela died in 1937. 

Though he took an active part in the pro- 
ceedings, it was said that Jaranilla did not ful- 
ly agree with the Tokyo verdict (which he 
signed with the fountain pen now deposited 
at the Museo de Iloilo). 

Historians would later qualify Jaranilla’s 
remarks as coming from a man who “had suf- 
fered personal injury and loss at the hands of 
the Japanese.” 


Alegal hard-liner 

After the verdict came out, Jaranilla was 
quoted to have described it as “too lenient, 
not exemplary and deterrent, and not com- 
mensurate with the gravity of the offense or 
offenses committed 

Jaranilla, serving then as an Army full 
colonel, was one of the few who survived the 
infamous Bataan Death March, which took 
thousands of Filipino and American lives. 

"He hobbled the whole length of the Death 
March with the aid of a stout cane and on the 
shoulder of his son Delfin Jr, who was a 
young lieutenant then,” said Ana C. Gonzaga 
in an article she wrote for the Air Command 
newspaper in 1980. 

As prisoners of war, they were beaten arbi- 
trarily and shorn of food and water for days. 
Those who no longer had the strength to carry 
оп were executed by being shot, beheaded or

It was during detention at the concentra- 
tion camp in Capas, Tarlac when he devel- 
oped an intimate relationship with his second 
cousin, Sofia Hechanova, who he eventually 
married.

1. Hechanova, chief nurse of Pampanga Ge 
eral Hospital who was able го visit and give 
him medicines in Capas,” Gonzaga wrote. 

‘After the war, President Sergio Osmefia 
named Jaranilla justice secrerary and when 
the department became a smoothly running 
entity, appointed him senior associate justice 
of the Supreme Court. 

As a member of the bench, Gonzaga said 
Jaranilla called the legal profession "one of 
the most exalted in the ambition of intellectu. 
al meri.” 

"AS а Judge, he demanded that rain or 
shine, the trials must be punctual. He fined 
lawyers and witnesses for tardiness and heard 


cases far into the night ... [also] To him, hon- 
esty is a virtue that must be intertwined with 
the practice of law. One who loses his case 
honestly is better than a counsel who wins 
dishonestly. The law is the law, he said, and to 
interpret it on the side of human frailty is to 
render injustice to one who seeks justice and 
redress,” Gonzaga said. 


Doctor of Laws 

After the Tokyo trial, Gonzaga said Jaranilla 
returned to Georgetown University to reap yet 
another laurel, a Doctor of Laws degree honoris 
causa, "because of his distinguished career as a 
jurist and his loyalty to the cause of freedom 
and justice, and has gained the respect and ad- 
miration of the peoples of all countries." 

Upon his return to the country, Jaranilla 
decided to retire for good and spend his last 
years with his family. 

He died in 1980, at the age of 96, cappinga 
life lived to its fullest—for the country and 
race he had loved so dearly.

"The move was in reaction to the Inguimen story 
which reported the situation of Ferreira, who һай 
wondered if he was entitled to a separate prize 
for setting а new SEAG record—one of only two 
bya Filipino competitor in the recent SEAG. 


“1 have already prepared their checks after we 
reviewed the Incentive Act, which gives the 
record breaker the same amount of cash incentive 
for the worth of the medal they won,” roy said. 

‘Apparently there is also a provision in Repub- 
lic Аа 9064 rewarding athletes who set new 
record in international competitions.

“This would enable the producers to recover their 
starmaking expenses, which could add up to a lot of 
money But, the new stars would make the major in- 
vestment worthwhile as they topbille hit after hit 
for their perspicacious discoverers. 

‘These days, however, new starlets are trot- 
ted out practically every month—but, just one 
year later, they're no longer around! 

—Hasbeens who were never-weres? 
Kleenex starlets? Xerox talents? The plot 
doesn't thicken, it deteriorates. 

The way we see it, the rise of the “disposable” 
stars began with the pitu-pito sex flicks, for which 
dating and baring newcomers had to be "discov- 
ered” in nightclubs and other girlie joints. 

After a movie or two, those daring but no- 
talent instant stars were junked in favor of 
even newer boldies—until the sex flick fad 
ground to a halt, partly because of the SM 
Cineplex circuit's new "no-R-18" rule. 


Overnight sensations 

Then came the starlet searches on TV, like 
“Starstruck,” which cannily used the strong 
starmaking power of television to turn abso- 
lute unknowns into overnight sensations. 

After the new stars were launched, a few of 
them, like Jennylyn Mercado, survived and 
flourished, while most, like Hero Angeles, fad- 
ed out ofthe screen for one reason o other. 

In addition to the talent-search graduates, 
other male and female starlets have made it to 
the big and small screens in various ways.

We need talents to grow and mature on the 
local show biz scene, so the desultory cycle 
must end.

Businessmen see economy growing by 4-4.5%

IS SET TO 
build his third mall in Chengdu province in 
China this year, industry sources said. 

The mall—which will span between 
180,000 to 200,000 square meters—is ex- 
pected to be completed in 2007. The SM 
group is again looking at retail giant Wal-Mart 
to operate the new commercial complex. Wal- 
Mart is presently running SM's other two 
malls in China, 

Sy has expanded quietly in China, opening 
his second mall in Fujian province late last 
year. 

The 165,000-square meter Fujian mall is 
located in Jin Jiang City, lying on the south- 
east coast of one of the world’s largest 
economies. 

The Sy family in 2003 opened its first 
120,000-square meter shopping mall on 
Crossroad Westin Xiamen. 

5уз daughter and SM heiress Teresita Sy 
earlier said that the SM group would continue 
to study whether it would fold in its private 
ventures in China into its publicly listed SM 
Prime Holdings. 

“We have to study it, whether we should 
(fold it into SM Prime) because the China pro- 
ject is very new, we have to make sure it 
‘would bring in income before we fold it in," 
she said. 

SM Prime is the country's largest mall oper- 
ator with 21 commercial complexes scattered 
across the nation. 

"The malls’ total gross floor area measures 
2.7 million square meters. 

SM Prime in late February will open the 
Mall of Asia, its most ambitious project to 
dare. 

The mall sits on a 60-hectare property 
overlooking Manila Bay. 

Mall of Asia is set to become not just the 
country's biggest, but also the most complete 
and innovative, shopping complex. 

The 381,000-square-meter complex con- 
sists of four buildings linked by elevated 
walkways. 

‘These buildings will feature a wide array of 
stores and venues for dining, entertainment, 
leisure, arts and culture. 

‘The main mall will include shopping and 
dining establishments, a food court, and the 
country’s first Olympic-sized ice skating 
rink, 

‘The north parking building will also house 
the SM Department Store and half of the 
5,000-car parking space, while the south 
parking building will have the SM Hypermar- 
ketand more dining areas. 

‘The mall's newest attraction is the Enter- 
-rainment Plaza. Aside from bowling and bil- 
Зале facilities, the building will house 10 
“theaters, including a Director’s Club and the 
“country's first Imax theater. 


Gokongwei firm 
to offer $200-M 
in 5-year notes

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SM to put up third mall in China 


IN MY HOME LAST SEPTEMBER AND 
October, we saw a miracle. Our electricity 
bills for those months went down for the 
first time in a long while. 

It was a miracle to me because, at that 
time, the international prices of oil (i.e. fuel 
for electricity plants) were threatening to 
go up to another galaxy. 

And so I patted myself on the back, 
thinking that we were able to cut our elec- 
tricity bills because everybody in the house 
practiced ... well, “energy conservation.” 

For that was the only solution of this cute 
administration of Gloriaetta to the pro- 
hibitive prices of fuel and power (and thus 
everything else) at that time.

Based on the gospel ac- 
cording to Gloriaetta, for us to enjoy lower 
electricity rates, this cute administration 
merely had to shut down Napocor plants.

You know—things like 
repairs, equipment checks and such! 

‘Tt meant that Napocor would have to close 
down its plants, forcing electricity retail com- 
panies like Meralco and electric cooperatives 
to buy electricity from somewhere else.

For only two weeks, Meralco did not 
have to buy a lot of electricity from the gov- 
ernment corporation Napocor. 

Meralco was simply allowed to buy elec- 
tricity—for redistribution to its cus- 
tomers—from private power plants, and. 
not from our beloved Napocor. 

For only two weeks, at that! Resulting in 
lower rates for TWO months! Imagine that. 

So what more if this country can do 
away with Napocor for good? 

NOW, somebody apparently wrote a memo 
to Malacafiang, urging this cute adminis- 
tration of Gloriaetta to take over Meralco. 

‘That somebody was said to be a top exec- 
utive of Napocor. 

Thus, talk immediately went around, 
pointing at the Napocor mafia (which had 
been lobbying Congress to do away with 
the Napocor privatization) as the instigator 
of the memo. 

Also, word in business circles had it that 
this cute administration was about to get 
even with the Lopez group, which partly 
owns and runs Meralco. 

It was said that the group quietly sup- 
ported the oust-Gloriaetta movement a 
while back. The Meralco takeover thus was 
supposedly the payback of this cute admin- 
istration to the Lopez group's treachery.

Power spot market set to open

THE WHOLESALE ELECTRICITY SPOT MAR- 
ket is prepared to start commercial operations 
by Jan. 20, oras soon as the Energy Regulato- 
ту Commission approves its price determina- 
tion methodology (PDM) and market fees. 

Lasse Holopainen, president of Wesm mar- 
ket operator Philippine Electricity Market 
Corp. (PEMC), said the electricity bourse 
could go live even with just a 15-minute no- 
tice by Jan. 20. 

"Thats how ready we are. But the regulator 
hasto approve the РОМ and the market fees," 
he said in a briefing yesterday. 

Similar to the stock market, the WESM al- 
lows trading of electricity among power 
users, including power producers, distribu- 
tion utilities and other large power con- 
sumers. 

Apart from the ERC approvals, he said 
PEMC would also have to get the Department 
of Energy's nod before it starts operations. 

PEMC submitted its РОМ application to the 
ERC last September. The regulatory body, 
however, sought additional documents from 


the market operator. 

The WESM's РОМ will be the basis for cal- 
culating prices in the electricity spot market. 
Instead of pegging prices on specific peso val- 
‘ues, the РОМ will serve as a formula for com- 
puting how much electricity should be priced 
within a certain hour, 

‘Another aspect of the electricity bourse that 
the ERC had yet to approve was PEMC's market. 
fees application, which the market operator 
submitted last Nov. 14. 

Registered participants in the market trials. 
represent more than 10,000 megawatts 
(MW) of generation and 5,000 MW of de- 
mand from power distributors and other large 
electricity users. 

These include independent power produc- 
ers Mirant Philippines Corp., Kepco Philip- 
pines Corp. and First Gas Power Corp.; power 
distributor Manila Electric Co; and state 
firms National Transmission Corp. and Power 
Sector Assets and Liabilities Management 
Corp. 

Market trials in the Visayas grid also start- 
ed last month in preparation for full commer- 
cial operations by June next year.

‘The swell in the GIR level compared to a 
month ago was due to the national govern- 
ment's deposit of its loan proceeds, as well as 
the BSP's income from investments abroad 
and foreign exchange operations. 

"The inflows, however, were partly offset by 
payments of maturing foreign exchange obli- 
gations of the public sector. 

“The current GIR level would adequately 
cover about 3.8 months of imports of goods 
and payments of services and income,” 
Tetangco said. 

‘The GIR—consisting of the BSP's gross 
foreign currency holdings, gold reserves, 
special drawing rights from multilateral 
institutions and foreign investments—is 
an indicator of a country's ability to ser- 
vice the foreign exchange requirements of 
its economy, like importation and debt 
servicing. 

Net international reserves, inclusive of 
revaluation of reserve assets and reserve-re- 
lated liabilities, rose to $17.57 billion, or 2 
percent higher than the end-November lev- 
el of $17.23 billion, and 20.7 percent over 
the end-2004 level of $14.56 billion. 


NET FOREIGN INVESTMENTS IN LO- 
cal stocks, debt papers and bank prod- 
ucts surged to $2.1 billion in 2005, or 
over four times better than a year ago 
despite the political turbulence that 
had then spooked Malacafiang. 

Bangko Sentral ng Pilipinas Gover- 
nor Amando Tetangco Jr. yesterday re- 
ported that the portfolio inflows from 
abroad last year dwarfed the $486.8 
million registered in 2004. 

“The marked improvement in fiscal 
performance, sustained implementa- 
tion of sound monetary policy, strong 
corporate profits results, and the appre- 
ciation of the peso on the back of a 
surge in OFW (overseas Filipino work- 
ers) remittances also contributed to 
positive investor sentiment during the 
year,” Tetangco said. 

The BSP earlier expected the 2005 
foreign portfolio investments—also 
known as "hot money" due to their 
volatile nature—to reach $2.6 billion. 

‘Ona gross basis, foreign portfolio in- 
vestments registered by the BSP during 
the past year reached $5.5 billion as 
against the $2.2 billion posted in 2004 
Outflows or capital repatriations also 
doubled to $3.4 billion from the $1.7 
billion of last year. 

The bulk of the hot money lured into 
the country last year went to shares of 
stocks listed on the Philippine Stock Ex- 


‘About 30 percent was invested in pe- 
so-denominated government securities 
primarily fixed rate treasury notes or 
FXTNS. 

Peso time deposits in banks and mon- 
ey market instruments issued by the lo- 
cal private sector accounted for the re- 
maining portion of foreign inflows. 

“These investments were funded 
with new inward remittances of foreign 
exchange converted into pesos through 
banks operating in the Philippines,” 
Tetangco said. 

For the month of December alone, 
there was a net outflow of $4.9 mil- 
ion—the only month in 2004 when по 
net inflow was recorded. In the same 
month a year ago, there was a net in- 
flow of $61.3 million. 

"Tt was partly because some investors 
decided to cash in on profits in the last two 
weeks following the increase in prices of a 
number of major stocks and the apprecia- 
tion of the peso," Tetangco said. 

The biggest monthly hot money inflows 
were recorded in the first four months of 
2005. The country raked in $543.5 million. 
in net portfolio inflows in January, $333.9 
million in February, $562.1 million in 
March and $279.8 million in April

THE DEPARTMENT OF FINANCE 
‘wants to make permanent the tax re- 
lief temporarily granted to minimum 
wage earners this year, and has urged 
Congress to pass a bill exempting the 
workers from income tax. 

The DOF said the exemption 
would benefit 365,660 private sector 
employees and 51,872 government 
workers. 

"The finance agency earlier approved 
thetax relief measure, which temporar- 
ily stopped employers from withhol 
ing every month the income tax liabili- 
ties oftheir minimum wage employees 

The measure, which takes effect 
this month, allows minimum wage 
earners to enjoy in full their monthly 
income. 

But since the measure is only admin- 
istrative in nature, minimum wage 
earners will still have to pay their in- 
come tax liabilities on or before the end 
of fiscal year 2006, or April 15, 2007. 

"We have a window of opportunity 
to make this permanent,” Finance 
Secretary Margarito Teves told re- 
porters. "Congress can enact a bill. 
in time for the deadline of the filing 
of income tax returns in April 2007." 

"The tax relief and the proposed per- 
manent income tax exemption are 
meant to ease the burden of wage earn- 


ers brought on by the implementation 
of the VAT Reform Law last November. 

‘The law expanded the coverage of 
the value-added tax to include oil 
and electricity, among others. The 
law also called for an increase in VAT 
rate from 10 to 12 starting Feb. 1. 

Minimum wage earners are those 
whose monthly income is P5,000 ог 
below, or whose annual income does 
not exceed P60,000. Minimum wage 
earners also include those whose dai- 
ly pay is P325 or below. 

Та government service, minimum- 
wage earners are those who belong 
under the salary grades “1” to “3.” 

With the move to exempt minimum 
wage earners from withholding tax, the 
government stands to lose some P500 
million in potential revenue. The DOF 
said the revenue loss would be some- 
thing the government could afford. 

A finance official said President 
Macapagal-Arroyo had already di- 
rected the DOF to study the possibili 
ty of also granting middle-income 
earners some form of tax relief 

‘Government believes that middle- 
income workers, rather than low-in- 
come earners, will bear ће brunt of 
theVAT law. 

The government estimated that 
the new VAT law could potentially 
raise at P81.4 billion in additional 
revenues a year.

INCE THE START 

of recorded history, 

plants have been 
used to cure diseases, 
ease pain and heal bodily 
discomforts and ills. 

Plants were the first medicines, 
and even as man developed so- 
phisticated and powerful phar- 
maceutical drugs, medicinal 
plants remained ап important 
tool for treating illnesses in most 
cultures. 

Tn fact, the World Health Orga- 
nization estimates that 80 per- 
cent of the world's populati 
still depends ол traditional 
medicine for their health needs. 

"While modem or western 
medicine remains the main- 
stream of health care, traditional 
medicinal treatments continue to 
enjoy considerable popularity,” 
said Lito Abelarde, president of 
the Chamber of Herbal industries 
of the Philippines Inc., an associa- 
tion of local manufacturers of 
herbal products that include 
‘medicines, food and cosmetics. 


‘Ampalaya’ 

Abelarde cited the ampalaya, 
which his company helped popu- 
Jarize in the the country through 
various food supplement prod- 
ucts (under brand name Charan- 
Ча). 

“The ampalaya has long been 
used as a traditional home reme- 
dy for diabetes in many parts of 
the world. In addition, numerous 
published scientific studies on the 
various parts of the ampalaya 
plant confirm that this crawling 
vine, especially its fruit and 
seeds, contains natural chemicals 
that bring about hypoglycemic 
(lowering of glucose level in the 
blood) and antihyperglycemic 
(preventing the elevation of glu- 
cose level in the blood) actions 
that are useful in controlling 
blood sugar in diabetic persons," 
he explained. 

‘Still, a lot of doctors are skepti- 
cal about evidences that support 
the use of herbal medicines and

The sentence was written by French 
entomologist August Magnan and ap- 
pears in his book "Le Vol Des Insects” 
(Flight of the Insects). It was 1934. and 
he and his associate André Sainte- 
Lague, an engineer by training, were 
studying how insects fly. 

Over time, however, Magnan's words 
somehow became associated with the 
urban legend of the bumblebee. The sto- 
ry goes: At a dinner party in the 1930s, a 
biologist asked an aerodynamics engi- 
neer how a bumblebee could possibly fly 
given its big round body and tiny, deli 
cate wings. The engineer quickly scrib- 
bled down some calculations and found 
that the math said bee flight wasn't possi- 
ble. Yer, the biologist enthused, the bum- 
blebee flies anyway. With that, he walked 
off triumphantly singing the praises of 
nature over engineering, 


Inaccurate model 

"The story is an inspirational favorite, 
yet in the interest of fairness it should 
be pointed out that the mathematical 
‘model the engineer used wasn't exactly 
accurate, The engineer made certain 
assumptions about how the insects 
wings moved, which have since been 
proven wrong. Still, it has taken several 
decades to correctly determine how а 
bumblebee flies.

tech) and the University of Nevada, Las 
Vegas explain, finally, the secret of bee 
Flight. 

"The work was led by Michael Dickin- 
son, a bioengineering professor at Cal- 
tech. Dickinson's research interests in- 
volve building a fully functional robotic 
бу that moves and behaves just like the 
real thing. His lab expects to apply the 
findings from this study to this quest and 
believes other scientists equally interest- 
ed in developing other scale robotic in- 
sects will benefit from the work. 

Most of the research for the paper 
was done by a postdoctoral student 
named Doug Altshuler in Dickinson's 
lab. Alishuler's research is on how the 
nervous system regulates movement. 

"To find out exactly how bumblebees 
fiy, Dickinson et al. captured several 
honeybees from a hiveat the University 
of Nevada and used high-speed pho- 
tography and videotapes to capture 


their light inside a specially construct- 
ed clear box. 

The videos were viewed to examine 
the bee's wing and body movements, as 
well as to calculate the wingbeat pat- 
terns and wing angles. Researchers took 
the data and tried to duplicate their find- 
ings using a robotic bee wing mockup. 


Laying story to rest 

The findings? Contrary to popular 
notion, bumblebees dont flap their 
wings up and down. Instead, they flap 
their wings very, very quickly and rotate 
the wings. This helps a bee not just hov- 
er in mid-air, but also move from hive to 
flower and back and still be able to sup- 
port itself and any nectar load it can har- 
vest and bring back to the hive as food. 

‘This research should finally lay the 
70-year-old bee story to rest. | 

"Were no longer allowed to use this : 
story about not understanding bee flight 1 
аз an example of where science has 
failed, because itis just not true,” Dick- 
inson said in a Caltech press relense. 

Yet perhaps the story should contin- 
ue to circulate, if only to remind people 
that not everything is what it appears 
to be and good things come to those 
who take the time to set up the calcula- 
tions correctly.

Dear Man About Town, 

Irecently graduated from college herein 
the Philippines and Iam looking at further- 
ing my studies towards a future in 
Medicine, One of my options is to study 
abroad in the United States or Australia. 
My parents and friends think it is a good 
idea but my professor in college was not 
encouraging of this alternative, He pointed 
out that I may decide to stay in the foreign 
country after my studies, and that the state 
of the Philippines was partly caused by the 
“brain drain,” or our best and brightest 
minds emigrating. In truth, I am tempted 
to live abroad after my studies, mostly out 
of curiosity. But I see my professor’s point 
and the last thing I want to do is contribute 
to what is already a very bleak situation in 
the Philippines. 

WHEN 1 FIRST ENCOUNTERED THE 
expression “brain drain,” 1 automatically in- 
ferred that this was in reference to the not un- 
common phenomenon of young males devolv- 
ing into blithering idiots when watching re-

runs of Baywatch. Later, I learned that, as you 
said, it was in fact the term used to describe 
the massive migration of talent and potential, 
from their homelands (usually poorer coun- 
tries) to foreign shores (usually richer coun- 
tries). The Philippines itself has been listed as 
a nation which exports its best and brightest, 
mostly in the field of medicine, but also in- 
creasingly in the realms of technology, science, 
business and fashion. For some reason, 
lawyers, politicians and actors choose to stay, 
and this isn't really helping either. 

‘The Philippines is faced with the growing 
dilemma of having promising citizens who 
could, theoretically, contribute to the positive 
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креста 


development of the country, ply their trade 
and talent in the service of other nations. On 
the one hand, it would appear unpatriotic of 
these emigrants to be deserting the mother- 
land when they are needed most. On the other, 
it would seem illogical to deny a person their 
right to a better life if they think that is what is 
tobe gained by leaving the country Its like the 
Parable of the Talents on a global scale: What 
would Jesus do if he had a Green Card? 


The brain drain part 
Many prominent writers and public officials 
have voiced their distress, and sometimes dis- 


- gust, at this wave of emigrants who have de- 


cided to depart. It is argued that there is just as 
much opportunity and employment in the 
Philippines as anywhere else. True, the dollar 
and the pound still exercise amazing financial 
clout in the international economy, but the p 
so can demonstrate comparable flexibility gi 
en the lower cost of living in the Philippines. 
Also—and this is really where the “brain 
drain" part comes in—if we keep on allowing

Finally, the patriotism card is played, and 
truly, this is a difficult argument to trump. Yes, 
the state of the nation smells like a cat shit and 
durian omelette, but do we not feel the need 
to stay and help as much as we can? Yes, infla- 


. tion and corruption has hammered the engine 


of our economy to the speed of a Kia in a world 
of Benzes and Beemers, but is it not our duty 
as citizens to rectify the situation from within? 
Children, would you desert your ailing mother 
just because she's an alcoholic, subscribes to 
"The Buzz as gospel truth, and dates a string of 
men (or women) who take advantage of her in 
the name of God and Democracy? 

Stop. lm making myself cry. 

T left the Philippines nine years ago and it 
was not because I disagreed with any of those 
fine, emphatic and valid arguments. In truth, 
it would have been far easier for me to have 
stayed within the thousands of islands I still 
call home. By now, I would probably have set- 
Чед into a comfortable lifestyle, with a hand- 
some salary, a nice home in Makati, a doting 
wife and children who have memorized all the 
Mysteries of the Rosary. instead, I live in a very 
frightening area of New York City with four 
gay men who apparently enjoy fighting at four 
in the morning. Instead, 1 live from paycheck 
to paycheck hoping I don't get sick because ту 
medical insurance won't renew until next Jan- 
чагу. Instead I spend my Christmases in the 
company of other orphans, missing my family 
and friends back home. 

But I love this phase in my life for one sim- 
ple reason: I believe this is making me a better 
human being. And that’s really the unassail- 
able conviction that I base my nomadic adb- 
ventures on. 


The grass is greener on the other side 

If people leave their homelands (and be- 
lieve me, this is NOT an easy choice to make), 
it is not because they lack patriotism or be- 
cause they vill financially better off abroad, it 
SHOULD be because they are pursuing a path 
they believe will make them improved ver- 
sions of themselves. Is this for everybody? Of 
course not. Some will discover that emigrating 
is not a solution to anything, and that the 
course to self-development is right in their 
backyards. Many of my friends who have had 
the opportunity and papers to go abroad have 
chosen to weave the fabric of their lives at the 
local loom of the Philippines, and they have 
produced magnificent tapestries. 

But nobody 1 repeat, nobody has been 
made a poorer person by the experience of 
travel. Whether or not you decide to stay on is 
a different story altogether, but if you suffer 
the itch of the curious, scratching it will leave 
only beautiful scars worth showing off. 

Is it better to live abroad than in the Philip- 
pines? Depends on what you're trying to 
achieve. As I stated earlier, many people have 
consciously decided to stay and successfully 
managed to find the correct formula for happi- 
ness. Others who have made the leap abroad 
likewise discover that it is not for them. They 
miss the familiarity and ways of the Filipino; 
they miss the food, the music and the kinship. 
‘And no matter how hard First World nations 
may try to manifest themselves as the bastions 
of civilization, there is still a lot of weird bu- 
reaueratic hoopla that’s even more disturbing 
than anything we've got in Manila. Folks tend 
to forget that if the grass is greener on the oth- 
er side, itis usually because there is more shit 
in the soil 

Is it unpatriotic to emigrate? I believe that it 
is the complete opposite. If you enhance your 
humanity, wherever you are in the world, it re- 
flects positively on the Filipino people. This is 
why we take such pride in our performers and 
athletes who garner international recognition 
(regardless if they have even stepped foot in 
the Motherland) and claim them as our own. 
‘Trust me, if Kris Aquino ever wins an Oscar, 
Tm going to be her proudest critic. Hell, if she 
goes to the Oscars I'm buying dinner for all the 
Pinoys in Harlem! All two of us! 

The point is, a person's first priority is to 
himself. To ensure that he is doing everything 
possible to be the best he can be, Whether this 
means going abroad or not is a matter of pure- 
ly personal assessment. Before we can hope to 
fix a country we had better work on the indi- 
vidual tools, one citizen at a time. As for the 
"brain drain,” 1 don't think it would be such а 
problem exporting our best minds to different 
nations if only we found a way to exile our 
worst minds to different planets. And ifcarniv- 
orous aliens do exist, lets hope they're hungry 
and that they've got strong stomachs.

Roxas hits ‘headline stats’ as meaningless if people don’t benefit

WHAT DO A STRONG РЕЗО 
and surging stocks and 
bonds mean for the lives of 
the majority of Filipinos? 

Meaningless. 

‘Sen. Manuel Roxas, nominally an ad- 
ministration senator, has been scathing 
in his criticism of Malacafiang’s unrelent- 
ing optimism over these positive eco- 
nomic indicators. 

To Roxas, a former trade secretary, 
they would be all but meaningless unless 
the government translated them to low- 
er prices of goods and services, more 
capital raised and more affordable loans 
for businesses and consumers. 

“Her [Ms Arroyo's] economic man- 
agers must guard against the folly of ap- 
plying the US model to our economy. In 
the US, when these factors (currency, 
stocks and bonds] are up, they are imme- 
diately felt in the real economy because 
there are no bottlenecks. It’s not like here 
where it takes a lot more work, assertive- 
ness and engagement by government to 
convert these factors into real output" 
he said. 

“Its like we are looking at the sky and 
see а good alignment of stars foretelling a 
bountiful harvest even though the crop- 
lands have yet to be farmed,” he said. 

President Macapagal-Arroyo has un- 
veiled а P35-billion program to 
pump-prime the economy in the first 
three months of the new year through, 
among other measures, subsidized in- 
stant noodles and rice, and address what 
Roxas calls the “disconnect” between the 
financial economy and the real economy. 

But Roxas warned that giving poor Fil- 
ipinos subsidized noodles and rice would 
only satisfy their hunger for a day but 
would not solve their long-term needs of 
a steady income and affordable food and 
services. 

Не said the “headline statistics" being 
dished out by Malacafiang could even 
“mask more than they reveal” about the 
economy. 

“The anecdotal feedback from the 
business community, from small traders 
to large corporations, show that it has 
‘been а joyless Christmas, a joyless econo- 
my," said Roxas. 

He noted that the rise in oil prices 
alone of between $5 and $10 per barrel 
last year has taken away P30 billion to 
P60 billion from the purchasing power of 
Filipinos. 

“The headline statistics being trum- 
peted by the government are good and 
yet everybody is feeling lousy and their 
Sales reflect this lousiness,” said Roxas.

Mike Defensor names 3 choices 
to replace him as DENR secretary

ENVIRONMENT SECRETARY MICHAEL 
Defensor yesterday said he expected 
many aspirants to lobby for the environ- 
‘ment portfolio, in effect acknowledging 
that he would soon be formally taking up 
the post of President Macapagal-Arroyo's 
chief of staff. 

Defensor named three of his undersec- 
retaries at the Department of Environ- 
ment and Natural Resources—Ramon 
Paje, Demetrio Ignacio and Armando de 
Castro—among his choices for officer in 
charge when he goes on leave from the 
DENR to continue managing the Presi- 
dent's schedule and programs. 

But he said he had yer to discuss the 
matter with the President. 

Defensor is said to be part of the latest 
Cabinet revamp that is expected to be 
announced shortly. 

Оп Friday, he said he would take a 
leave beginning this week to assist Ms 
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Arroyo in her official affairs. He said he 
had actually been handling her schedule 
full time despite his duties at the DENR. 

Paje, "the most senior of the undersec- 
retaries,” is in charge of forestry and en- 
vironment, and Ignacio, of policy and 
planning, Defensor said. Both men are 
career executive service officers. 

De Castro, a longtime associate of De- 
fensor’s, isin charge of management and 
technical services. 

“Now that [the revamp] has been an- 
nounced, there'd be many who'd start 
lobbying for the position [of environment 
secretary.” Defensor said on the phone. 

“But who knows, there might be [no 
mew appointment to the top DENR 
роз," he said, reiterating what he said 
оп Friday—that “nothing” was final, and 
that things were “still hanging.”

arrivals this year

THE DEPARTMENT OF TOURISM EXPECTS 
some 2,8 million to 3 million foreign tourists 
to arrive this year as the agency's tourism pro- 
‘motion drive goes full blast. 

"Tourism Secretary Joseph Ace Durano said 
tourism revenues could reach P13 billion if 
the target is achieved. 

Last year, the country hit its 2.6 million tar- 
getin foreign tourist arrivals. 

Durano said the DOT would continue its 
siarket-specific drive for new targets such as 
India, Russia and Australia. 

The departments promotional activities 
start this year with the holding of the 25th As- 
sociation of Southeast Asian Nations Tourism 
Forum in Davao City next week. 

ATF is a regional cooperation within the 
‘Asean to promote Southeast Asia as one tourist 
destination to the global travel market. 

"Themed this year as "Celebrating the Many 
Faces of Asean,” tourism ministers from the 
region and from East Asian countries, as well 
аз over 3,000 foreign and local delegates, will 
be attending the forum from Jan. 13 to 21 to 
discuss new market strategies and common 
tourism industry concerns. 

Durano said the РОТ "hidden agenda" in 
hosting the ATF was to improve Mindanao's 


potential as a tourist destination, with Davao’ 
serving as the island's "gateway and show- 
window.” | 

He said he had high hopes that the ATP: 
would change Davao's image from a terror 
target to a tourist haven. In 2003, two bomb: 
blasts there killed more than 40 persons and 
‘wounded several others. 

Durano said the Asean Secretariat ap- 
proved the holding of the ATF in Davao owing 
to the city’s much improved public security 
system, transportation infrastructure and 
scenic attractions. 

“Davao City Mayor [Rudy] Duterte assured 
us that the ATF participants would be safe, 
sound and secure before, during and after the 
event, We have contingency plans,” Durano 
told reporters. 

‘The DOT chief said that through the ATR, 
Davao would gain renown as an international 
tourist destination like Cebu City, which host- 
ed the ATP in 1998. A 

Durano said Mindanao and the rest of the 
country would also benefit from the ATF with 
the holding of post-conference tours for me- 
dia and other tourism “opinion-makers” to 
various Philippine destinations such as Subic, 
Pagsanjan, Corregidor, Cagayan de Ого, 
Camiguin, Cebu, Bohol, Palawan, Banawe, 
Boracay and Sorsogon.

More importantly, this indicates that pawn- 
shops—much like the widely maligned “5-6” 
loan business—are the only financial options 
available to many who either do not have 
bank accounts or are ineligible for bank 
loans 

BSP data showed that pawnshops provided 
atotal of P10.1 billion worth of loans to needy 
clients at the end of 2004, nearly double from 
the P5.5 billion reported in 1995. 

"Business seems to be really good in this in- 
dustry” Nazareno said, "While some branches 
are closing down, there are even more 
branches being opened every month.” 

‘The proliferation of pawnshops is due partly 
to the face that anyone in need сап get money for 
almost anything of value he cares to part with. 


Hottest items: Cell phones 

Of late, among the most popular items be- 
ing pawned are cellular phones. They have 
overtaken home appliances as the most fa- 
vored items. 

Cell phones have become so marketable 
that several pawnshops that deal only in these 
items have sprouted around Metro Manila. 

One such place, dubbed Mr. Cell Pawn- 
shop, already has five branches and looks set 
to expand some more, 

Chester Ibarra, who manages the branch 
оп Ninoy Aquino Ave. in Parafiaque City, says 
business is brisk. 


Slumdwellers, gamblers 

“On the average, we accept seven to ten 
pawned cell phones per day," he said.

'over the past 12 months but Roxas said this has 
not led to a rollback in the prices of basic 
goods.

The stock market jumped 15 percent in 
2005 but Roxas said this was inconsequential

Rates remain high 

But Roxas carped that mortgage rates, car 
loans, appliance loans and credit card rates 
remained high. 

He said the administration has to realize 
that the peso, stock index and bond prices 
were mere leading indicators of where the 
economy would be in the next six to 12 
months. 

Roxas said this would explain why the gov- 
‘ernment had not been getting the credit it de- 
served for being able to log such scintillating 
economic data, 

“1 am cheering that these positive figures 
will be the future and the main task of this 
government to ensure that it becomes reality. 
Aside from crowing about how good the peso 
ог stocks are, the government should tell the 
people how it will work to fulfill them,” the 
senator said, 

Roxas said the biggest challenge of the gov- 
ernment was to ensure that these positive fig- 
ures were converted into the real economy. 

"The government must be more assertive in 
both its policy and approach to bring down 
these headline statistics into the real econo- 
mya strong peso into lower prices of basic 
commodities and services; a strong stock mar- 
ket into more public offerings, and low bond 
prices to lower housing and car loans,” he said. 


Remove bottlenecks 

He said the P35 billion for the pump-priming

Its no 
longer chic to toss 25-centavo coins dur- 
ing house blessings. Some say the coin 
‘would bring Bad luck to а household. 


There's almost nothing a child in 
school can buy with 25 centavos. 
Chocolates cost about P1 apiece. Bond 
paper is 50 centavos per. Ice cream sold 
by ambulant vendors come at P5 each. 

And since kids generally consider 25 
centavos a “useless” coin, they tend to 
look down on other kids if their baon 
(allowance) consists of 25 centavos. 
Never mind that their 25 centavos adds 
up to P5 or more. 

1 don't think many rich kids will be 
caught with 25 centavos in their pock- 
ets. No way. Paper is the only currency 
rich kids respect. A Ninoy (P500 bill) 
would be great for one day's baon. A 
Roxas (P100 bill) wouldn't be enough. 


Part ofa bigger whole 

Anyone can figure out that 25 cen- 
tayos is meant to be part of a bigger 
whole. You can't have a car with three 


wheels. You've got to have four. 

Same with a 25-centavo coin. It's a 
fourth of P1, so it does have value—but 
as part of a larger entity. You couldn't 
have P1 billion if you were short 25 cen- 
tavos. Youd have exactly 
P999,999,999.75. No accountant 
worth his bean counter is going to 
round that up to P1 billion in a corpo- 
rate financial statement. 

So the point here is that our disre- 
spect for 25-centavo coins might be a 
symptom of the Filipino's lack of self-re- 
spect. Amateur psychoanalysis you 
might call it. 

Obsess on it a bit. Most of us work. 
hard for the money. My late mother 
used to tell me that each grain of rice 
was the equivalent of one drop of sweat 
of the hard-working farmers who toil 
under a scorching sun. So don’t waste 
rice and food, she'd tell me. 


Now, substitute 25-centavo coins for 
rice grains. Each coin can be seen as the 
equivalent of one drop of sweat. 


Self respect 

Realizing that a 25-centavo coin 
doesn't appear by magic should give 
you more respect for this downtrodden 
coin, And for yourself. 

‘And more respect for the millions of 
Filipinos who valiantly struggle to create 
better lives for their loved ones. The Fil- 
ipino rich don’t care about the torment- 
ed poor and the despairing middle class. 
Filipino politicians don't give a damn. 

For those who do honest labor, prac- 
tice some self-respect by honoring the 
forgotten symbols of daily heroism—the 
25-, 10- and 5-centavo coins. 

Pick up these coins wherever you find 
them. Save them for the many rainy 
days ahead. And respect yourself more. 


Nene Pimentel’s story: Martial law, the musical 
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"Nene" Pimentel, a relentless critic of 
the dictatorship of former President 
Ferdinand Marcos who declared mar- 
tial law in 1972. 

‘The musical features songs writ 
ten and composed by Pimentel's 
wife Lourdes, or Bing to friends. Ti- 
tled “Pag-ibig Sa Bayan,” it is not 
simply а narration of corruption 
and abuses during the Marcos 
years, it tells the story of a family 
based in Mindanao and "how we en- 
dured those dark years,” Ms Pi- 
mentel told the INQUIRER. 

The book "My Story" begins a few 
months after the imposition of martial 
rule when Pimentel was arrested for the 
first time. It talks about the Marcos dic- 
tatorship from the point of view of Pi- 
mentel, who was then mayor of Ca- 
gayan de Oro City. 

On theother hand, the musical opens 
with a courtship song "Dali Nene, Dali," 
with the young Pimentel played by 
singer-actor Marco Sison and his 
soon-to-be-wife Bing, played by theater 
actress Jane Diaz, 

‘Pimentel, now 72, first entered poli- 
tics as a delegate to the 1971 Constitu- 
tional Convention. Two years later, he 
was detained in Camp Crame for three 
months for opposing the 1973 Constitu- 
tion which gave Marcos dictatorial 
powers. 

He was jailed again for leading a 
demonstration against the farcical In- 
terim Batasan elections in 1978 and 
again in 1983 on charges of rebellion. 
In 1985, he was arrested м, this 
time for allegedly participating in an 
ambush in Cebu City. 


Pesos and centavos 
He refused го post bail of P50,000 
which at that time was a large 


amount of money. But friends and 
residents contributed what they 
could—pesos and centavos—to bail 
him out. 

In the song “Buhos ng Biyaya,” Ms Pi- 
mentel recalls the outpouring of sup- 
port for her husband and wrote:

The 
couple has six grown children, includ- 
ing lawyer Koko Pimentel, who topped 
the bar in 1990. 

Pimentel's "My Story,” which he be- 
gan writing two years ago, opens 
with his arrest, moving on to feature 
political personalities such as the 
slain Sen. Benigno Aquino Jr, his 
wife Corazon who succeeded Marcos, 
her successor Fidel Ramos, former 
Vice President Salvador Laurel, Sen.

It 
will be in bookstores next month in 
time for the 20th anniversary of Ed- 
sal.

Pimentel’s book also answers the 
often-asked “question: Where was 
Cory at the height of the Edsa revolu- 
tion? 

On the first day of the revolution, Pi- 
mentel, Aquino and other opposition 
leaders were in Cebu. 

"Cory was advised to secure her- 
self somewhere, even outside the 
Philippines. She rejected the advice 
and headed for Manila,” Pimentel 
said. 

“Our people need us there," he quot- 
ed Aquino as telling the men in the 
group.

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Suicide attack sinks Sri Lanka Navy gunboat, kills 15 
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COLOMBO—SUSPECTED TAMIL 
rebels blew up a naval gunboat Satur- 
day killing 15 Sri Lankan sailors in a 
suicide attack that caused the biggest 
military loss of life since a truce began 
four years ago, the military said. 

The pre-dawn attack came as the 
United States expressed concern over 
the recent escalation of violence that 
has stoked fears of a return to civil 
war in the Indian Ocean island nation 
torn by ethnic conflict. 


"The boat exploded and we believe it 
isan LTTE (Liberation Tigers of Tamil Ee- 
lam) suicide attack,” defense ministry 
spokesperson Prasad Samarasinghe said. 

An explosives-packed fishing boat was 
believed to have rammed the Israeli-built 
Dvora-cass gunboat which was on a rou- 
tine patrol outside Trincomalee harbor, 
260 km northeast of here, he said. 

“There were two gunboats in the 
area and one saw the other being at- 
tacked,” Samarasinghe said. 


The strike which killed 15 sailors in- 
cluding two officers inflicted the 
biggest single military loss of life since 
the Norwegian-brokered truce took ef- 
fect in February 2002, the military said. 

‘Two sailors from the 17-member crew 
were rescued by other military craft. 

Separatist Tiger guerrillas are 
known to have carried out suicide at- 
tacks against dozens of naval craft in 
the past using small boats packed 
with explosives.

Mecca tragedy toll now 76 


JEDDAH, Saudi Arabia— Saudi authorities have 
given up the hunt for survivors from the col- 
lapse of a hostel in the holy city of Mecca that 
killed 76 pilgrims, the latest tragedy to strike 
the hajj. Interior Minister Prince Nayet bin Ab- 
dul Aziz was due to hold an emergency meeting 
to discuss the disaster on Saturday, on the eve 
of the start of the annual pilgrimage to Месса, 
the holiest site in Islam. Ministry spokesperson 
Gen. Mansur al-Turki said 76 people were killed 
and 62 others wounded when the aging and 
overcrowded multistory building collapsed on 
Thursday. He said the dead consisted of 48 
men and 28 women. “Saudis, French nationals 
of Arab origin and Yemenis are among the 
dead," he said, adding that 40 bodies had yet to 
be identified.

Tempest at San Beda 


NOW THAT THE YULETIDE IS OVER, LET ME 
relate the interesting issue of academic free- 
dom at the San Beda College of Law, where 1 
was a professor and bar reviewer in Political 
Law and International Law for 20 years. 

San Beda is a distinguished law school that 
has produced an impressive number of bar top- 
notchers led by former Supreme Court Justice 
Florenz D. Regalado, whose bar rating of 96.7 
percent remains unsurpassed to date. Among 
its more prominent alumni are the late Raul 
Roco, Rene Saguisag, Antonio Martinez, Anto- 
nio Nachura, and many other successful practi- 
tioners. 

Опе of the important features of the aca- 
demic discipline of San Beda College is its re- 
tention policy providing that any student who 
flunks twice in any subject will be ineligible for 
enrollment in the succeeding semester. This is 
а condition every applicant for admission to 
the law school must accept in writing before he 
may be enrolled. 

This rule has been rigidly enforced over the 
years with beneficent results. The elimination 
of students who do not come up to its academ- 
ic standards has given the college an enviable 
record in the bar examinations and burnished 
the pride of San Beda lawyers in their alma 
mater 

‘This semester, however, this policy was not 
applied. Three senior students who had failed 
twice in Torts and Damages (a bar examina- 
tion subject) were originally disqualified un- 
der the rule but, upon their request for recon- 
sideration, were allowed to re-enroll. This was 
done upon recommendation of Dean Virgilio 
В. Jara to the Father Rector, who approved it. 

Upon learning of this irregularity, the Law 
faculty registered a strong protest with the Ра- 
ther Rector. His excuse was that he had acted 
"in the exercise of a discretionary power that is 
inherent in my position as Rector-President of 
the College.” 

One faculty member disagreed and immedi-

ately resigned. In his letter to Dean Jara, he 
wrote in part: 

“1 regret I cannot but take strong exception 
and express my disappointment in your recent 
decision, as affirmed by our Rector, to re-admit 
students who have failed twice in the same 
subject. I view this radical departure from 
what has been consistently practiced by your 
predecessors as both unwarranted and unfair 
and may well lead to the ‘commercialization’ 
of our institution, which T have come to cherish 
dearly. 

“1 view this action of our Rector аз a clear 
sign that, unlike his predecessors, he is deter- 
mined to undermine our autonomy with re- 
spect to our College's admission and retention 
policies. If this were to be tolerated now, what 
would prevent him from later on changing or 
‘reconsidering’ the grades we give our stu- 
dents? He can well claim to possess as well the 
authority, or the discretion, to interfere in our 
academic freedom as professors. 

“1 would not be effective as a teacher in an 
academic atmosphere which allows unjustified 
intrusions in the determinations of the faculty. 
We are responsible professors with the interest 
and welfare of our institution and our students 
at heart. 1 feel that, at the very least, we ought 
to be trusted to do what becomes us as teach- 
es.” 

Dean Jara read the letter, abruptly said 
"Okay" and without further comment wrote 
on itthe single word, "Accepted." 

The reaction of the faculty members was to 
invoke their academic freedom and deny the. 


inherent discretion” the Father Rector 
claimed he possessed to reverse their academic 
decisions, The academic regulations embodied 
in the Students’ Code, they argued, "cannot be 
reviewed, suspended or disregarded by the 
Rector or the Board of Trustees.” 

“The Dean cannot abdicate faculty authority 
over academic matters by choosing not to 
make a stand or by allowing or even voluntari- 
ly asking the Rector or the Board of Trustees to 
interfere,” which was what Dean Jara had 
done. 

"The members of the faculty are members of 
the legal profession and are in the best position 
to train students who aspire to join them in the 
same profession.” 

"To be candid, a number of faculty members 
have already expressed their intention to re- 
sign from the College of Law. However, they 
were prevailed upon to defer any final decision 
so we can have a final dialogue with you re- 
garding this matter” 

Та their subsequent dialogue, Father Rector 
‘Anscar J. Chupungco simply repeated that he 
had exercised his discretion in representation 
of the owners of the school who, he added, had 
approved his decision. He did not categorically 
answer if his discretion covered the right to or- 
der the admission of students disqualified by 
the faculty. But his order was admission 
enough. 

| feel that the discretion claimed by the Fa- 
ther Rector impinged on the academic free- 
dom of the professors who certainly know 
more about the competence of their students 
than the highest administrative official of the 
College. 1 am disappointed that, for all their 
principled objection, they obediently surren- 
dered that precious freedom they had so vigor- 
ously invoked and defended as teachers of the. 
law. 

The lone teacher who resigned said he did 
so because he is the son of his father. His name 
is Carlo L. Cruz, and Lam his proud father. 


Honesty, humility and obedience 


FR. RAYMOND SORIANO, SVD, MY CLASS- 
mate who is now assigned to Australia, writes 
about this incident: А lawyer, driving on a 
country road, encountered a crowd in one in- 
tersection. Thinking cleverly and wanting to 
throw his weight around to get to the scene, he 
shouted “Let me through! I am the son of the 
victim!" Upon hearing this, the crowd made 
way for him and, lo and behold, lying in front 
of everyone was a dead pig run over by a car. 

In today's Gospel (Mt. 2, 1-12), we hear of 
the Magi who came from afar searching for 
the baby Jesus, and when they found Him, 
prostrated themselves in humility and did 
Him homage. The story of the Magi remind 
us that the way to find God is not through 
deceit and pride, but through honesty and 
humility. Dishonest and proud people can 
never truly find God because they are so 
caught up in their lies and personal ambi- 
tions. They cannot see the guiding star be- 
cause they see themselves as the superstar.

Amoment with the Lord: 

Lord, lead me and help me to stay on the 
road of humility, honesty and obedience. 
Amen. 
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DURING THE PAST FEW DAYS, MUCH HAS 
been written about former Supreme Court Justice 
Cecilia Munoz-Palma who passed away last Mon- 
day. 1 do not claim closeness to the late Justice 
Palma, but let me try to add a few notes on the Ме 
of such a distinguished lady. 

Tt was President Manuel Roxas who appointed 
herthe first female prosecutor after the country re- 
gained its independence in 1946. Later, on recom- 
mendation of Justice Secretary Pedro Tuazon, 
President Ramon Magsaysay opened, for the first 
time, the doors of the judiciary to women by nam- 
ing her judge of the Court of First Instance of Ne- 
gros Oriental. President Ferdinand Marcos, upon 
the recommendation of Justice Secretary Claudio 
Teehankee, appointed her to the Court of Appeals 
in 1968. In 1973, on the recommendation of Jus- 
tice Secretary Vicente Abad Santos, Marcos desig- 
nated her justice of the Supreme Court, breaking 
72 years of exclusively male membership in the 
highest tribunal of the land. Two years later, on 
September 19, 1975, on the occasion of Law Day, 
the man who recommended her promotion to the 
Supreme Court would call her "ingrata," after she 
openly advocated a return to the rule of law; in ef- 
fect, publicly questioning the acts of the martial 
law administration. Her speech would merit a five- 
minute standing ovation from the audience. 

Ingrata is the Spanish word for ungrateful. Itisa 
close relative to the Filipino term “walang шал па 
loob.” Both refer to the idea that a person accorded 
honors or appointed to high position is presumed 
to be forever indebted to the giver and is expected. 
to stand by him during times of crisis; or at the 
very least, to keep quiet and refrain from any pub- 
lic criticism. In our culture and society, only a few 
‘would dare go against this unwritten code of be- 
havior. Justice Palma would accept the word ingra- 
ta as a badge of honor. By her example, she 
demonstrated that the virtue of “utang ла loob” 
has its limits—limits defined by love of country 
and the greater interests of our nation. 

Та her book "The Mirror of My Soul,” she tells 
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her readers that: "My oath of office is an oath of 
loyalty to the Constitution, to justice, and the peo- 
ple and is not an oath of fealty to the appointing 
power.” This reminds me so much of my own fa- 
thers counsel regarding public officals. He said: 
“As public officials, we do not serve individuals. We 
serve our country and our people.” In the days 
ahead, we ought to keep these thoughts in mind. 

1 did not get to know Justice Palma until much 
later when she had already left government ser- 
vice. I was introduced to her under unusual cir- 
cumstances. 

In January 1997, 1 was admitted to St. Luke's 
Medical Center for triple bypass surgery. After re- 
covery, I underwent а cardiac rehabilitation pro- 
gram which involved an hour of supervised work- 
Outs three times a week. We were 15 new members 
of the exclusive "zipper" club. (The stitches on our 
chests remind one of the zipper on a jacket.) Some 
members of the club were Butz Aquino, Renato 
Constantino Jr, and Dan De Padua. 

The oldest in our group was Dean Rodolfo Pal- 
ma of the UE College of Law. At age 86, his doctors 
felt that the good dean was too old for a bypass op- 
eration and so he was advised to take up the reha- 
bilitation program aside from continuing medica- 
tion. While we were both in the cardiac care unit, 
his wife, Supreme Court Justice Cecilia Munoz- 
Palma, was rushed to St. Luke's after a severe asth- 
ma attack. In fact, her heart had stopped beating 
when she got to the hospital and the medical peo- 
ple had to revive her. 


Testing the limits of th 


THE "SCANDAL INVOLVING MARIE ROXANNE 
“Plinky” Recto and her estranged lover, lawyer 
Magdaleno Pena, has been splashed all over the 
media—from the news pages and newscasts to 
show-biz talk shows—and one would think noth- 
ing could surprise the public anymore about this 
running story. 

‘After all, Recto and Pena have traded accusa- 
tions of cruelty and instability and thrown mud 
and sleaze at each other since Recto first went pub- 
lic with her story. 

But the latest development in the case is still 
worth commenting on, as it puts to test a new law 
that has been touted as a powerful tool for the pro- 
tection of women and children and the promotion 
of their rights. The Anti-Violence against Women 
and their Children Act of 2004 (RA 9262) is meant 
to address the most serious aspects of violence 
against women, particularly domestic violence 
and parmerbattering. By its very title, the new 
law provides protection for women and their chil- 
dren—only—and yet the latest wrinkle in the Rec- 
to-Pena case would seem to mock the very nature 
of this law. 

Recently, Recto went to the media decrying the 
“kidnapping” of her 15-month-old son by Pena. 
‘The boy was taken from his caregivers in Recto's 
condominium unic in Mandaluyong, by the sheriff 
of Bago City (in Negros Occidental) who was ac- 
companied by police from the Pasig CIDG. 

‘The sheriff and police were armed with a “tem- 
porary protection order" (TPO) issued by Bago 
RTC Judge Henry Trocino, who also ordered Recto 
to put up a bond of P1 million, and who specified 
that the Pasig CIDG effect Pena's "custody" of the 

у. 

Rowena “Bing” Guanzon, Весто lawyer, says 
she has already filed an administrative case 
against Judge Trocino with the Supreme Court 
and, alleging bias on the judge's part, she will also 
file tomorrow a motion to inhibit Judge Trocino 
from further hearing the case. 

“WALANG judge па matino ang gagawa nito (No 
judge in his right mind would do this),” Guan- 
zon said in a phone interview. 

‘The TPO is one of the more innovative and 
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important features of RA 9262. The TPO and 
the barangay protection order (BPO) were in- 
cluded in the law providing protection to wom- 
еп and their children, even as they pursue 
charges against the alleged batterer or perpe- 
trator. A primer on the new law, written by 
Guanzon, states that the protection orders are 
meant to “safeguard the victim from further 
harm, minimizing any disruption in her daily 
life, to help her to independently regain control 
over her life.” 

‘Acourt can issue a ТРО, which is effective for 
30 days pending the issuance of a permanent 
protection order (PPO), based on a petition cit- 
ing any of the punishable acts of physical, psy- 
chological, emotional or sexual violence and 
‘economic abuse enumerated in the law. 

‘Under a TPO, the judge can order the accused 

to, among other things: stay away from the 
woman and/or her child or any family or 
household member specified in the order, and 
from specific places such as the woman's work- 
place, club, church or the children's school; 
give the custody of minor children to the wom- 
an; give support to the wife and minor children; 
leave the marital abode regardless of who owns 
it; and file a bond to "keep the peace." 
ALOT of people, especially men, may question the 
coverage ofthe law since it provides protection on- 
ly to women and children. But while the law is in 
effect, its the responsibility of everyone, especially 
officers of the court like a judge, to follow and im- 
plement the spirit and letter of the law. 

Which is why I think Judge Trocino's TPO is fun- 
damentally flawed since it seeks to provide the 
protection of the law to someone who is not enti- 


Dean Palma was a Bataan veteran who had 
fought during the war as a first lieutenant, and lat- 
er, as a captain in the 1st Regular Division.

A few days after informing the Armed Forces of 
the Philippines of the burglary, then AFP chief of 
staff Gen. Arnulfo Acedera invited Justice Palma 
and Dean Palma to his office at GHQ. I accompa- 
nied the Palmas to Camp Aguinaldo where Gener- 
al Acedera presented Dean Palma with a new set 
of medals at a simple luncheon tendered in their 
honor.

THE DISPUTE between Recto and Pena may 
have hit the headlines mainly because of Rec- 
to's work in entertainment and her being the 
sister of a senator. 

But it's also become a matter of public inter- 
est, especially for women, because of the way 
the case is testing the limits as well as the prac- 
ticability and relevance of the Anti-Violence 
against Women and their Children Act. Could 
such a law, considered in these parts as a major 
breakthrough for women's rights, really bring 
an end to a major epidemic of violence directed 
atwomen and children? 

This is not just rhetoric, because the law has 
an impact on so many Filipinos. The findings of 
а survey conducted by the Social Weather Sta- 
tions show that two million women over 18 
years old have reported experiencing physical 
harm once or several times in their lives, the 
majority of them at the hands of husbands, 
partners and boyfriends. Domestic violence is 
the most prevalent form of gender-based vio- 
ence in this country, followed by rape. The SWS 
survey also shows that more men admitted to 
having abused their wives or girlfriends. 

‘As happens so often in this country, there is a 
very real possibility that this law could instead 
end up being twisted and corrupted so that it 
would be used instead to punish the very peo- 
ple whom it was meant to protect. If that should 
come to pass, then we might as well throw all 
our laws into a paper shredder, for they would 
not be worth much more than mulch. 


Pure risk and open-ended play 


TODAY I TURN 60. 1 BOW TO TIME, TO ITS 
effects, to its chanciness, and its promise of 
change. With knowing smiles, my older friends 
‘welcome me to the land of senior citizens, where 
movies, meals and medicines cost less. But, I tell 
them: 1 rarely go to the movies, I mostly eat at 
home, and, so far, I have no need for the blessings 
of discounted medicines. 

Still, 1 look back upon the years that have gone 
by and realize that may have spent too much time 
calculating risk and substituting work for play. 
This occurred to me after 1 left a very public career 
on television.

1 
have learned most from Julia, my S-year-old 
granddaughter. 

Atthe breakfast table, perched on her high chair, 
Julia pushes her knees against the table's edge until 
the chair totters on its hind legs, as if suspended in 
the wind, and the slightest breeze can tilt it either 
way. Forward, she could slam her body against the 
table, her litle hands pinned against the edge. 
Backward, she could fall and break her head 
against the concrete floor. She does this every 
moming, an immanent ritual of sheer risk-taking 
like a toy unwinding itself. 1, of course, constantly 
warn her of what could happen if she loses her bal- 
hor She looks at me wit great sympathy and 
Says sheis sorry. But if she could defend herself, per- 
haps she would point to my Ducati, and ask why. 

1 began riding motorcycles when 1 was 18, 
abruptly stopping only when, one day, my mother 
sold my bike as scrap. I went back to motorcycling 
when I started to earn my own money, conscien- 
tiously giving it up when my children were grow- 
ing up. | started riding again in 2001, a few 
months after my mother died. 1 sold my car and 
bought a Ducati S4, a high-performance bike with 
the legendary 916cc racing engine, This is an 
exquisitely crafted Italian bike, what they сай in 
Europe a café racer. For the kind of roads we have, 
itis really not the most practical bike to have. But 1 
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love капа Ihave kept it. A few months ago, in an- 
ticipation of my graduation to senior citizenship, 1 
decided to give myself an advance birthday 
gift—an Aprilia Caponord, а dual-purpose giant 
trailie with а 1000cc racing engine. Unlike the 
Ducati, which requires the rider to slightly: arch his 
body like a jockey, the Caponord allows its owner 
to ride upright, like an armored knight on a steed. 

Оп any Sunday, I pack my binoculars and a 
change of clothes into my tank bag, and soar like a 
rocket into the breaking dawn. I mostly ride alone. 
T like to stop and watch egrets feed on the open 
fields. 1 don't enjoy having to keep pace with 
younger and faster riders, preferring to let myself 
go as fast as I can when the thought strikes me. 
These machines were built for speed, and I want to 
know how much speed 1 сап call upon when the. 
need arises. Yet! am a careful rider. 

Тоо careful perhaps to be able to ride smoothly 
like Valentino Rossi. You need to bridge the discon- 
tinuity between man and machine, so that your 
pulse and the engine's vibration merge into one 
continuous purr. There are times when 1 sense а 
light stab of anxiety on my chest as 1 mount my 
bike. What if fall this time? Is my back fully pro- 
tected? There have been times when | have actual- 
ly dismounted, taken off my helmet and jacket, 
and waited till the anxiety subsided. 

At а certain age, one cannot be too rational 
about risk and play There is no practical gain from 
riding motorcycles, unless you ride to work or you 
sell bikes, You could hurt yourself, you could end 
up breaking your spine and being immobilized all 


your life, or you could die. If you start calculating 
the risks against the gain—you would not ride at 
ай. To ride a motorcycle is to accept randomness 
and chance. Amor fati: it is to love your fate. And, 
while it has many beginnings, the play has no de- 
fnable end. It has no purpose, no object, other 
than the motion of riding itself. 

“That's exactly how my granddaughter is at play. 
She goes in and out of her games; she builds and 
dismantles, and ceaselessly rearranges. She 
spreads out her toys and packs them up the next 
moment. Thats when she's happiest—when she 
decides her own beginnings and her own ends. ‘A 
child is innocence and forgetfulness,” says the 
writer Georges Bataille, “a new beginning and 
game, a wheel turning on itself, a first impulse, the 
Sacred yes." Nietzsche's Zarathustra asks: “Why 
should the lion become a child?" Batailles answer: 
“The will to power is the lion: but isn't the child the 
will to chance?"

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BEFORE I WENT TO LIVE ON MY OWN, I SPENT A COUPLE 
of months with my aunt and grandfather. 1 moved into their 
Carmel П subdivision house, lugging man-sized luggage, a 
pile of romance novels, and my dusty teddy bear Alex. 

One day Alex disappeared. It was only during 
lunch—when I saw my grandfather laughing at something 
on the back lawn—that I found out where Alex was. My 
graying teddy was, 
through the glass 
doors, in full view, 
painfully white after 
a trip to the washer 
and hanging pathet- 
ically from the 
clothesline by his 
ears. 

My loo Di 
adoro—to me he 
was just Lolo—was 
а Tondo boy who did good. He made his way up the San 
Miguel corporate ladder while married to my gloriously 
beautiful grandmother, his “Ling.” Ling was how they 
called each other, when they ate, when they laughed, when’ 
they bickered or when Lola scolded Lolo for being too hon- 
est to customs officials. It was only when my grandmother 
died that I found out what Ling meant. Ling—his dar- 
ling—was the love of his life. 

‘After Lola passed away, an uncle would drive my Lolo ev- 
ery day to the crypt where Lola's ashes were kept. Lolo 
‘would make his way slowly down the stairs to stand before 
the brightly polished metal plate engraved with my grand- 
mother's name. He would whisper to my grandmother, pat 
the metal plate, and meet my uncle up the stairs. Then they 
would go off to Chowking. 

My father was the youngest boy in Lolo's brood of four. 
Officially 'm the youngest grandchild. Unofficially, 'm the 
brat of the family. 

When I was five or six, during one of the family lunches, I 
started pulling at my Dad's sleeve asking for McDonald's ice. 
cream. Not just any ice cream, not the ube ice cream in Lo- 
la's freezer. I wanted a Sundae, mounded with hot fudge, 
from the takeaway window. My Dad said no. I pouted, 
forced out a couple of tears, but dear old Dad was insensi- 
tive to my desperate plight. 

It was when I kissed Lolo goodbye that he took me aside 
and pressed four P10-bills into my sweaty little palm. Then 
he went to my Dad and told him to buy the kid ice cream. 
My Dad looked at me (1 was still clutching Lolo’s hand) and 
then looked at my grandfather standing beside me. Dad 
gave in. It was then that my grandfather was elevated from 
the nice old grandpa to Superman. 

During the two months 1 lived with him, I'd tell himi "I 
love you," once, twice a day. I couldn't help it, because he 
never said" love you, too." 

“Ilove you, Lolo," I'd say over breakfast. 

"Thank you,” he'd say politely. Then he'd go on cutting 
into his pancakes. 

It was always “I love you, Lolo," and that polite little 
“Thank you.” It was а game already, I kept trying to catch 
him, and he kept weaseling out. See, my grandfather was а 
gentleman—1 just think he carried things a little too far. 

There's this movie titled "The Princess Bride." It's been 
my favorite since the first time 1 watched it as a kid. The 
heroine is Buttercup, the most beautiful girl in the world. 
Buttercup lives in a farm with her parents and Wesley, the 
farm boy. Buttercup's chief thrill in life is ordering Wesley 
about. "Farmboy, draw me a bath," she would say. “Farm- 
boy, saddle my horse.” To each request Wesley has one ап- 
wer: "hs you wish.” Finally, Buttercup fell in love with Wes- 
ley. 

"Farmboy, do you love me?" she asks. 

Wesley smiles. "Every time you think I'm saying Аз you 
wish,” he said, “Tm actually saying ‘I love you.’ You just 
didn't hear me." 

On New Year's Eve, barely a week ago, the whole family 
gathered in his living room—from my uncles all the way 
down to my sister's baby Isabela, We laughed and chartered 
and gossiped, drank wine and dug into dinner. My grandfa- 
ther was quiet, as always. He's one of the people who can 
happily fade into the background, and make his presence 
known only when people ask. During a lull in conversation, 
Isnuck at look at him. His white hair was combed back per- 
fectly, his black leather belt matched black leather shoes, 
and his grey pants were uniformly creased. It was the look 
оп his face that I will never forget. He was staring around 
him with an enormous grin, smiling almost smugly, as if 
saying, “This is my family.” !

collarbones were like blades, so sharp I thought they must 
have been cutting into his skin.

Му aunt tapped him on the shoulder, and he opened his 
eyes. "Tricia's here,” my aunt said. "She came from school.” 
My grandfather smiled that old, old smile and patted my 
hand. “Hi Tricia,” he whispered. He was my Lolo again. 

“1 love you," 1 told him. For the first time, there was no 
thankyou. He had already fallen asleep. 

Some men are born to greatness, Their names are re- 
membered in history books, their deeds told and retold to a 
rapt audience, and songs are dedicated to their memory. 
‘They burst into life with the speed of a shooting star. They 
are the heroes, the mavericks, the rebels and the dreamers. 

When people die, you spend the next few days remem- 
bering everything they said, and their every little gesture 
suddenly contains а world of meanings. I like to think he 
meant “I love you" when he said “Thank you.” Maybe, 1 
‘wasn't listening hard enough. Knowing Lolo, it was just his 
way. 

My grandfather was one of the regular guys. He was а 
good man, a family man, but men like him have no place in 
the pages of history. He wasn't a maverick or a rebel. No 
songs will be written about him, and the only stories that 
will be told about him are those that we'll retell over family 
dinners. But to us, his family, the stars are a thousand times 
dimmer, and the days lonelier at the thought of a voice now 
‘tilled, The old men who filled the church pews called him a 
good friend. They came last night, white-haired, frail, 
clutching canes and peering through thick glasses. 

When go to my aunt's house again, the chair by the tele- 
phone will be empty. The gentle eyes that looked at us once 
With such pride are now closed, and the strong hands that 
swung grandchildren up into the air no more. I like to think 
he's up there now, wandering among the stars holding his 
"Шор hand.

Attacks constitute a threat to civil liberties 


(Manila) and Reuel Dalguntas

Human rights lawyer Charles 
Juloya was seriously wounded in 
ап assassination attempt in March 
2005. Romeo Capulong, head of 
the Lawyer-Presentors of the Peo- 
ples Congress on Truth and Ac- 
countability, was also the subject 
of an assassination attempt in 
Nueva Ecija. 

PAO lawyer Armando Cabalida 
was ambushed in February 2005 
resulting in the death of his driver. 
In 2004, three judges were brutal- 
ly killed and four lawyers were 
shot dead. 

Codal has recorded 11 lawyers, 
mostly public interest and human 
rights practitioners, killed since Presi- 
dent Macapagal-Arroyo came to 
power in 2001. The killing of human 
rights lawyer Juvy Magsino in Febru- 


ary 2004 by suspected elements of 
the Armed Forces of the Philippines 
remains unresolved until now. 

Codal reiterates its demand for 
Ms Arroyo to move swifily and 
decisively to investigate and 
prosecute the perpetrators of 
these acts. The President has yet 
to act on the manifesto on the 
killing of lawyers submitted by 
Codal in August 2005 urging her 
to publicly condemn the killing 
and harassment of members of 
the legal profession. 


Manifesto 

Codal circulated а manifesto 
signed by hundreds of lawyers, 
including provincial chapters of 
the Integrated Bar of the Philip- 
pines (ВР) and international 
lawyers groups. 

‘The International Association 


of Peoples’ Lawyers and the In- 
ternational ^ Association of 
Democratic Lawyers condemned 
the killings and declared the 
Philippines one of the most dan- 
serous places for lawyers in the 

The attacks undermine the 
practice of law and the ability of 
lawyers to fulfill their sworn 
obligation to serve their clients 
to the fullest. The capacity of the 
legal profession to uphold 
Canons 2, 18 and 19 of the Code 
of Professional Responsibility is 
diminished when its members 
face threats and are paralyzed 
into playing passive roles in- 
stead of vigorously serving their 
clients. 

"These Canons require lawyers 
to represent their client "in an ef- 
ficient manner compatible with 
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independence, integrity and ef- 
fectiveness of the profession’ 
(Canon 2) and “with compe- 
tence and diligence” (Canons 18 
and19). 

Judges are expected to pro- 
mulgate their decision without 
fear or favor based on their eval- 
uation of the evidence present- 
ed. Their decisions should not be 
influenced by the consideration 
of the capacity of one of the par- 
ties to physically eliminate them. 


Vigilance 
‘The recent attacks, however, 
threaten the independence and in- 
tegrity of judges, making the effec- 
tive administration of justice even 
‚ more difficult. Canon 1 (Rule 1.03) 
of the Code of Judicial Conduct re- 
` quires that a judge be vigilant against 
апу attempt to subvert the indepen- 


which justice may be dispensed. 

‘The modus operandi of Judge 
Gingoyon's killer is reminiscent 
of the murders of other FLAG 
lawyers: the use of armed as- 
sailants on motorcycles and the 
shooting of lawyers at or near 
their homes when they are most 
vulnerable. 

From 1984 to 2005, 10 FLAG 
lawyers were murdered.

It is believed he 
was murdered because he suc- 
cessfully prosecuted some mem- 
bers of the Citizens Armed 
Forces Geographical Unit. 

e Judge Eugenio Valles was 
shot to death on April 25, 2002 
by an unidentified assailant 
while jogging on the highway in 
Nabunturan, Compostela Valley. 

o Judge Henrick Gingoyon is 
the 10th FLAG lawyer murdered 
since 1984. 


Scot-free 

Of the FLAG lawyers mur- 
dered since 1984, the perpetra- 
tor of only one has been crimi- 
nally prosecuted and was subse- 
quently sentenced to life impris- 
onment. The killers—and those 
who ordered the killings—of the 
other FLAG lawyers are still at 
large, scot-free. 

Lawyers who handle human 
rights cases are more vulnerable 
to violence from military, 
paramilitary police and other 
rightist forces, who do not recog- 
nize the role of human rights 
lawyers as defenders of the Con- 
stitution and the rule of law. 

As FLAG mourns Judge Gin- 
goyon's death, FLAG demands a 
speedy, impartial and full inves- 
tigation of his murder to bring 
the perpetrators before the bar 
of justice and hold them to ac- 
count for their crime.

Vice gov says

CITY OF SAN FERNANDO—THE 
Pampanga provincial govern- 
ment reported collecting P40 
million in revenues from sand 
quarrying in 2005, the highest by 
the provincial capitol since 1993. 


But Vice Gov. Joseller Guiao estimated that 
about P176 million might have been lost to ir- 
regularities. 

Provincial administrator Fidel Arcenas, al- 
so the executive officer of the provincial quar- 
ту task force, on Saturday denied irregulari- 
ties in the collection and challenged Guiao to 
“prove his figures.” 

Citing information from quarry operators 
and traders, Guiao said at least 2,000 truck- 
loads of sand are hauled out of Pampanga daily. 

Ata tax of P300 per truck, he said the collec- 
tion should amount to P600,000 a day or P18 
million a month. The total collection for the 
year should have reached P216 million, he said. 

The collection, according to Guiao, should 
be higher because the P21-billion Subic- 
ClarkTarlac Expressway Project, started in 
2005, has increased the demand for sand as 
filling material for the 94-km highway. 

The Bases Conversion Development Au- 
thority said the project needed five million cu- 
bic meters of filling materials.

Tagabawa in the vil- 
lage of Sibulan in Davao 
City’s Toril District, grow- 
ing bananas is really a 
sweet endeavor. 


Despite the ever-growing per- 
petual reliance on the use of syn- 
thetic chemicals in growing ba- 
manas, the lumad (indigenous 
peoples) are tightly clinging to 
what have been culturally and 
traditionally acceptable, with the 
guidance of their elders. 

They are doing their thing the 
organic way, and they claim that 
they reap sweeter bananas than 
what mainstream banana planta- 
tions grow, primarily because 
theirs are unlaced with danger- 
ous chemicals. They are also us 
ing the native bongolan variety of 
the cavendish. 

‘And while most banana planta- 
tions follow the monoculture 
farming system, the lumad refuse 
to give up other fruit crops. Plant- 
edin between rows of bananas are 
durian, avocado and coconuts, 

The Tagabawa believe that 
they are responsible for their chil- 
dren and the environment, and 
that applying chemicals on the 
fields was a contrary practice

“We believe in the forces and. 
elements that come with nature 
and the environment. We don't 
destroy things that are important.

"While banana plantations use 
dithane, the lumad instead use 


fermented plant juice (FPJ). 
Dithane is a fungicide that con- 
tains mancozeb as active ingre. 
ent and labeled by the State of 
California as cancer-causing. 

"Тре concoction comes in a va- 
riety, For instance, one is made of. 
panyawan or makabuhay plant 
(Tinospora crispa) as base ele- 
ment mixed with beer and mo- 
lasses. The farmers use this blend 
against fungus and destructive 
insects. 


Urea alternative 

As a substitute for urea, the 
farmers use fish amino acids and 
fermented fruit juices (РЕЈ). 
Their organic fertilizer, gathered 
four months in a compost pit, is

made out of farm wastes, includ- 
ing banana trunks and rejected 
banana fingers, sunflower, cow 
dung, horse manure and mo- 
lasses. 

‘Ambe said the natural chemi- 
cals they are using are nonpoi- 
sonous and are even edible. 

‘Their bananas, even if these 
аге more expensive than those 
from the mainstream plantations, 
have become the favorite of 

ese clients and a much-pre- 
ferred export fruit compared to 
the products of large-scale plan- 
tations, he said.

"Crash," a drama about several Los Ange- 
lenos whose lives accidentally intersect in a 
24-hour period, is another movie that made a 
good showing this week. The film's Matt Dil- 
lon and Don Cheadle picked up Best Sup- 
porting Actor nominations and, with the rest 
of the ensemble (which includes Sandra Bul- 
lock), a Best Cast nod. "Crash" also figured in 
nominations from the Producers Guild of 
America (Best Picture) and the Directors 
Guild of America (Best Director, Paul Hag- 
gis)

"The ostentatious look of a new, authorized bi- 
ography of a man considered to be one of the 
greatest actors of the 20th century seems fiin 
In theater, films and television, Olivier com- 
manded the stage and screen in everything from 
"Hamlet" to "The Prince and the Showgirl” with 
‘Marilyn Monroe. 

“Olivier” is the result of four years of scholar- 
ship by Terry Coleman, an English journalist, 
novelist and historian, He had two advantages 
over other biographers of the actor: He inter- 
viewed Olivier many times as a correspondent 
for the Guardian of London and had access to 
Oliviers collection of letters and other memora- 
bili 

“Olivier in his last years kept all his papers in 
great big stage hampers in a bam at his country 
place in Sussex,” Coleman said from his London 
home. "He was а bit dismissive about them, and 
at one point he said, ‘Get the gardener to burn. 
them.” 


Almost forgotten 

‘The gardener didn't bum them, but after 
Oliviers death, the papers were forgotten and 
subject to the damp English winters. After five 
years, the family realized the value of the collec- 
tion, which included business letters, love letters, 
contracts, cast lists and other items. They were 
entrusted to the British Library. 

‘The estate's executors chose Coleman to write 
the official Olivier biography. They were im- 
pressed by “The Nelson Touch,” Coleman's biog- 
raphy of the British naval hero, Admiral Horatio 
Nelson. Olivier had portrayed Nelson in the 


WITH wife Vivien Leigh in the 1940s. They 
were married to others before they wed. 


1940 madedin-Hollywood "That Hamilton 
Woman,” with his future wife, Vivien Leigh, in 
the title role. 

The romance of Olivier and Leigh was widely 
publicized, especially since both were married to 
others. They obtained divorces and married in 
1940. The marriage lasted 20 years, 

“Vivien was quite mad," Coleman cited as the 
reason for the breakup. “Its a sad story, At the 
time, nobody ever realized that Vivien Leigh was 
quite as mad as she was. She died in 1967, and it 
came out in about 1980 that she had in her last 
years been a manic-depressive. 

“But what nobody knew ... was that she was 
mad as early as when she was filming ‘Gone 
"With the Wind.’ She was quite dreadful to work 
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with because she wouldn't tum up and she was 
terribly nervous on the set. During the filming, 
she actually took an overdose.” 

Olivia de Havilland, the sole surviving star of 
"Gone With the Wind," disputes this. 

“Vivien was impeccably professional, impec- 
cably disciplined on ‘Gone With the Wind," de 
Havilland said from her home in Paris.

cousin, J.R.R. Tolkien’s “The 

Lord of the Rings,” C.S. 
Lewis’ “The Chronicles of Narnia” 
was left to ferment for decades 
while movie technology caught up 
with the fantastic imaginations of 
the two British authors. 

Thats a good thing. Twenty years ago, or 
even 10, "The Chronicles of Narnia: The Lion, 
the Witch and the Wardrobe" probably would 
have been filled with silly Muppet-like creatures 
rather than the dazzling computer-generated 
animals in Disney's epic adaptation. 

As it is, despite their photo-realism, the 
digitally creared talking animals some: 
times do look silly. By the time all the 
leopards, rhinoceroses and rodents un- 
der the sun join the climactic battle se- 
‘quences, you may be tired enough of 
these varmints to wonder whether 
Noah really needed to put two of every 
species on his Ark. 

Still, the visual overload is truly impres- 
sive—not quite on the order of Peter Jackson's 
“Lord ofthe Rings” trilogy, but close. And dra- 
matically, director Andrew Adamson (one of 
the directors on the first two “Shrek” movies) 
spins Lewis’ fantasy classic with a well-de- 
fined, recognizable underpinning: of sibling 
rivalry that could have easily taken place in 
the real world. 


Positively insane 

‘Add in Tilda Swinton, who is positively in- 
sane as the vile White Witch of mythical Nar- 
nia, along with winsome performances from 
four young unknown stars, and the film 
amounts to a rollicking work of pure escapism 
definitely worth your time and money. 

‘Adapted from the first installment of Lewis’ 
seven-part chronicle, “The Lion, the Witch 
and the Wardrobe” opens during the London 
Blitz, The mother of the four Pevensie chil- 
dren is so worried about the Luftwaffe bomb: 
ings that she farms the kids out to the country 
home of an eccentric professor (Jim Broad- 
bent, in a tiny but colorful role) 

There, the children tumble through the 
looking glass—or rather, a piece of furniture 
filled with musty old coats—into Narnia, an 
exotic domain where animals speak, unicorns 
and centaurs cavort and the witch Jadis 
(Swinton) has declared herself queen, casting 
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the land into perpetual winter. 

The Pevensies—eldest boy Peter (William 
Moseley), oldest sister Susan (Anna Pop- 
plewell second brother Edmund (Skandar 
Keynes) and young Lucy (Georgie Henley)— 
are viewed by he inhabitants of this not-so- 
peaceable kingdom as the prophesied saviors of 
Narnia. 


Christ symbol? 

As such, the kids are targeted for elifnina- 
tion by Jadis and her gang of snarling wolves, 
while the forces of good that follow the Lion 
(voiced by Liam Neeson) revere the Pevensies 
as demigods. Among the cast highlights is 

James McAvoy as the faun Tumnus, a 
hooved forest dweller who be- 
friends Lucy. 
Lewis Lion has been interpreted as 
arepresentation of Christ, and the sto- 
ry certainly can be read as a New Tes- 
tament fable. Yet it does not go be- 
yond symbolism, and the film never. 
turns remotely preachy. 

Hearing Neeson’s resonant but familiar 
voice come out of a lion's mouth is occasional- 
ly jarring. Other key vocal talents are more 
unobtrusive for their relative unfamiliarity, 
among them Ray Winstone and Dawn French 
as kindly Mr. and Mrs. Beaver, Rupert Everett.

Her sincerity overcomes outrageous attire that

Her intensity—along with battle scenes 
and episodes of peril generated by Wolf and 
his pack—push the bounds of the movie's PG 
rating. Parents with small children should 
note that the film is potentially at least as un- 
nerving as “Harry Potter and the Goblet of 
Fire,” which received a PG-13 rating. 

‘The movie ends on a thoughtful note of 
whimsy, although the filmmakers toss in two 
stylistically inappropriate songs by Alanis 
Morissette and Tim Finn over the closing 
credits, along with an unnecessary, unsatisfy- 
ing epilogue after the initial cast credits that 
should have been relegated to the deleted 
scenes on the DVD.

“1 leamed a lot from my stint at MWSS,” 
Vea says. “I learned to work with different 
agencies and to stand firm on my decisions 
despite pressures.” 

‘Add that experience to the mental disci- 
pline honed at UP and he got the preparation 
he needed to take on the presidency of Ma- 
pua.

It was there, he says, where he got exposed 
to the general state of engineering and archi- 
tecture education. 

He knew then that something needed to be 
done, and Mapua is an ideal venue to do just 
that. 

Vea is now оп his seventh year at the helm 
of Mapua and he proudly says that he and his 
deans have taken significant steps toward the 
goal of preparing Mapua graduates to be- 
‘come engineers and architects of the world, 
and to extend the school's reach. 

Mapua, for instance, has increased its aca- 
demic offering to include computer science 
and information management. It also offers 
environmental engineering with focus on 
biotechnology. 

It also has business administration and 
nursing, and will soon include human re- 
source management and psychology. 

“These expansions are part of the Yucheng- 
co group's plan to put up a university with the 
Mapua Institute of Technology as the flagship 
college. 

“Our approach is for graduates to not just 
be engineers, but to also be exposed to other 
disciplines,” Vea says. 


Mapua will also put up the Malayan High 
School of Science, a new science high school 
in Pandacan, Manila. 

“Itis our way of giving more Filipino fam- 
ilies the opportunity to have their children 
undergo a high school education of interna- 
tional standards, which will hopefully open 
many doors for them in later years,” he 
says. 

‘Mapua has likewise started offering Mas- 
ters of Science degrees in all fields of en 
neering, as well as diploma degrees in dif- 
ferent disciplines, including digital arts de- 
sign. 

The 54-year-old Vea approaches his job at 
Mapua with the same idealism and passion he 
had as a student and activist. 

“Most of us who were active then never lost 
that desire to help the country in whatever 
way we can," he says 

Helping the country for him means produc- 
ing more quality students, 

What has changed through the years, he 
says, is that he is not as impatient as he once 
was. 

Не now realizes that there are problems 
that take time to be solved, But what's impor- 
tant is to finish what one sets out to do, like. 
bringing Mapua to greater heights.

Just before Christmas, about 
80 iBankers gave up a weekend 
ofrespite and trooped to Tuloy sa 
Don Bosco in Alabang, lugging 
with them about 95 badminton 
racquets, shuttlecocks and nets 
to boost the foundation's sports 
development program. 

For the past several years, 
Tuloy has been focusing on en- 
hancing its sports programs for 
its more than 200 wards. Tuloy 
has been maintaining coaches 
and trainors specifically to de- 
velop the children, ages 9 to 18 
years old, in soccer, basketball, 
volleyball, boxing and soon, 
touch rugby. 

Fr Antonio 'Molavin, SDB's 
Tuloy Spiritual and Sports Devel- 
opment Director, can not over- 
emphasize the high premium the 
Salesian order has put on sports. 

"Even before we put up the 
church and the school, we first 
build the playground to attract 
the children. Sports and play 
are used as an attraction for 
catechism,” Fr. Beng explains. 
“This is why Salesian priests do 
not confine themselves to the 
altars: They play, laugh, win, 
and lose with the children. You 
don’t just talk to them about 
God, you have to make God's 
presence felt among them by 
playing with them and become 
one in the playground. It is 
then easy to convince them to 
pray with you in the church." 

‘Although Tuloy maintains а 
school accredited by the De- 
partment of Education, they 
know how equally important 
sports are to the well-being of 
the children. 

“These kids have been ex- 
posed to the streets, malnutri- 
tion and abuse. They are physi- 
cally active but lack intellectu-

al development,” relates Fr. 
Beng. “We believe in character 
building through sports. The 
physical development they get 
from sports instills self-esteem. 

It is also a physical outlet for all 
the forms of hurt they have ex- 
perienced in their life." 

It comes as no surprise then 
for iBank that Tuloy specifical- 
ly requested for badminton 
‘equipment for their Christmas 
“gift” last year. 

Badminton being the “in” 
sports nowadays, Fr. Beng rec- 
ognized the need for new bad- 
minton materials that could be 
used by the children, both male 
and female, who are housed in 
Tuloy. 

St. John Bosco believed in 
training the spirit by training 
the body, Fr. Beng explains. 

“We use sports to develop 
not only the physique, but also 
to instill in them discipline, self 
confidence, team spirit and 
hard work as well," he adds. 

Thus, aside from the daily 
sports hour, the kids are ex- 
posed to competitions initiated 
by different sports associations. 

With iBanks initiative to 
help develop Tuloy’s bad- 
minton program, Fr. Beng pre- 
dicts more and more Tuloy 
children will be interested in 
the sport. 

“1 can see more kids engag- 
ing in this now that we have 
the equipment," he says, shar- 
ing the joy seen in the chil- 
dren's eyes while smashing 
away at the Tuloy covered 
courts, competing against the 
Bankers. 

Tuloy sa Don Bosco was 
started by its executive director 
Fr. Marciano “Rocky” Evange- 
lista, SDB in 1993 at the Don 
Bosco Parish in Makati. He en- 
visioned a comprehensive re- 
habilitation program that 
would prevent children from 
returning to the streets and 
reintegrate them to society as 
productive individuals. 

iBanks relationship with Tu- 
loyis long running. 

Five years ago, iBank made 
Tuloy за Don Bosco one of its 
beneficiaries for its 1 Win, 1 
Care’ promo, giving the foun- 
dation P1.5 million over five 
years. The money helped Tuloy 
alot in covering their expenses 
for their day to day operations 
that subsist mainly on the good 
hearts of corporate donors.

“Med” Vallejo in 1973 started the 
weaving of not only a long-term 
partnership but also a successful 
abaca craft enterprise. 

"The Vallejos, from Med's grandparents to 
her parents, are among the pioneers in the 
ibaca industry here. 

When Med's parents, Antonio Vallejo and 
Leticia Punsalan-Vallejo, decided to close 
down the family business, the newlyweds 
opted to put up the Shelmed Cottage Trea- 
sures. 

Med, а 24-year-old teacher, and Don, а 24- 
year-old mechanical engineer, were probably 
the youngest exporters then. 

"The couple started Shelmed with an initial 
capitalization of P3,000 and three employees 
from the old Vallejo company, where Sheldon 
also worked а а technical assistant. 

They started producing abaca placemats 
and doormats and later expanded their prod- 
ucts into rattan and buri furniture, baskets 
and other handicrafts made from abaca fiber 
after securing а loan from a private financial 
institution. 


Hard work 

‘The couple initially supplied the previous 
clients of the Vallejos in the United States. 

The Villanuevas worked hard to expand 
their business, ensuring that the workman- 
ship and the quality of their products are top- 
rate, even for sub-contracted ones. 

Shelmed focused on product development, 
studied current and prospective markets, 
joined groups and participated in internation- 
al exhibitions to maintain its competency and 
relevance in the international market. 

In 1976, Shelmed fulfilled its first big order 
worth $800,000 of bags from the Bicentenni- 
al of the US by sub-contracting with other ex- 
porters. 

“I saw how my parents worked really hard, 
especially when we were young. They would 
be gone for really long periods, sometimes for 
45 days since we were dealing with Europe. 1 
saw how they had to develop markets for cer- 
tain items,” recalls Mesh Villanueva, the cou- 
ple' eldest daughter and Shelmed's current 
marketing director. 

‘One of the hurdles the business went 
through was when a Panamanian buyer did 
not pay a container-load of products in 1978. 
Fortunately, the products were rerouted to а 
New York buyer who helped them out. 


Most valuable asset 

Having worked with their employees for 
quite a long time now, the Villanuevas consid- 
er their employees their most valuable asset 

"We consider our employees part of the 
family and we are obliged to help them grow 
and develop their talents. We provide security 
for their dependents as well,” says Med. 

She considers Shelmed clients as friends 
and protects their interests by producing cus- 
tomized products and new items annually. To 
avoid competition, they cultivate only one 
client ina certain area. 

Shelmed's products have included area 
rugs, placemats and dinette accessories, cush- 
ion and pillows, ribbons and fabrics and nov- 
elty items, among others. 

The company combines abaca with other 
materials like wire, terracota, tin, paper, glass 
and leather and present them in twisted, 
braided or crocheted forms. 

"We believe in customer retention through 
customer satisfaction. It is more cost-effective 
to retain a customer than gain a new one," 
Med adds. 

Shelmed remains competitive in the export 
market through innovation, competitive pric- 
ing, good quality and fine relationship with its

Fr, Emo Diaz, coordinator of 
the Filipino Apostolate of the 
Archdiocese of New York since 
1995, has been appointed the di- 
rector of the Filipino Apostolate 
ofthe chapel. 


Not yet a parish church 

"The Chapel of San Lorenzo 
Ruiz is the official name,” says 
Fr Diaz. "Any reference to 
‘church,’ as in ‘Church of the Fil- 
ipinos’ or ‘Chureh of San Loren- 
zo Ruiz’ is not accurate and pre- 
mature inasmuch as it is not yet 
а parish church. It is hoped, 
though, it would be a parish 
church’ someday when the 
Chapel has become stable with 
its programs and its finances," 

Tt took five years of formal 
lobbying to obtain the blessings 
of Cardinal Edward Egan, the 
‘Archbishop of New York, al- 
though “the seed for a church 
for the Filipinos was sown as far 
back as 1987 after San Loren- 
zo's canonization.” 

Tn 2002, Cardinal Egan visit- 
ed the Philippine Pastoral Cen- 
ter (PPC) on East 62nd Street 
and told the Filipinos his inten- 
tion of finding a church for St. 
Lorenzo Ruiz, the first Filipino 
saint. 

In December 2003, the Cardi- 
nal offered the Church of St 
James near Brooklyn Bridge for 
the Filipino church. However, 
the trustees of the PPC recom- 
mended that Fr. Diaz decline the 
offer since the chapel was badly 
in need of repair. 

After two years, the Cardinal 
offered the Church of the Most 
Holy Crucifix, which was found- 
ed in 1925 and originally used 
by Irish, Italians, Spanish and 
Chinese immigrants. Fr. Diaz, 
with the consent of the PPC 


trustees, accepted the offer. 


Migrant-saint 

Why name the chapel after 
Lorenzo Ruiz? _ “Filipino 
Catholics of New York, especial- 
ly the devotees of San Lorenzo, 
have always believed that the 
first Filipino saint should have a 
church with his name in New 
York,” says Fr. Diaz. 

“The movement for the can- 
onization of San Lorenzo was 
quite strong and aggressive here 
where Filipinos rallied around 
then Blessed Lorenzo as а sym- 
bol of their Catholic faith." 

Lorenzo Ruiz also served as 
ап empathetic figure, having 
been martyred in Japan. 

"Filipino immigrants saw in 
him a migrant-saint... whose ex- 
perlence of loneliness, alien- 
ation [and] rejection is similar 
to theirs in some ways. Also, like 
the old immigrant groups from 
Ireland, Italy, Poland and so 
forth, the Filipinos feel they 
need their patron saint to be in 
their midst to serve as their in- 
spiration. 


Hall of Sin 

Another significant fact about 
the chapel is the dedication of 
the chapel hall in honor of the 
late Jaime Cardinal Sin; who 
played a pivotal role in the faith 
of Filipinos in the US. 

He encouraged the move- 
ment for canonization of 
Blessed Lorenzo in New York; he 
celebrated mass in St, Patrick's 
Cathedral in 1984 to honor the 
figure. He also did the same to 
other states, such as New Jersey, 
to which many Filipinos have al- 
50 migrated. 

The hall will be used for com- 
munity functions like prayer

meetings, forums, Bible studies 
and several outreach programs, 
among them for the Chinese-Fil- 
ipinos, the elderly, the youth 
and newcomers. 

The masses will be held in 
both English and Tagalog, al- 
though if a particular regional 
group would like to have mass 
said in their dialect, itis possible 
to do so if there is a priest who 
can do the mass. 

Fr, Diaz himself has celebrat- 
ed the Eucharist in longgo. Fil- 
ipino celebrations such as Misa 
de Gallo, salubong, Flores de 
Mayo, etc., will also be held in 
the chapel. 

Despite the Filipino label, ev- 
eryone, regardless of race от re- 
ligious affiliation, is welcome to 
the chapel to worship. 

Fr, Diaz hopes the chapel “will 
serve to highlight the fact that 
the Filipinos finally have a place 
they can call their own where 
they can strengthen their faith 
and hand that same faith to 
their children even as they live 
in an adopted country and cul- 
ture.” 


Victory 

Securing the chapel is cer- 
tainly a victory for Fr. Erno Diaz, 
who has been in New York for 28 
years. Despite being in a foreign 
‘country, Fr. Diaz remains stead- 
fast in his vocation to the dio- 
сезе. 

Pinoys in foreign lands have 
not forgotten their faith, “The 
Filipinos of New York look to 
their faith as a spiritual resource 
їп a foreign country,” the priest 
said. “Their faith is quite strong 
as evidenced by their strong 
presence and involvement їп 
their parish churches. Some 
churches in New York have been

saved from closure because of 
the presence of the Filipinos. 
‘Their faith is still very much like 
their countrymen’s back home.” 

Tt is this faith that also keeps 
Fr, Diaz going. "There are beau- 
tiful things that gladden my 
heart, like the fruitful pursuit of 
a church for the Filipinos and 


the trust and encouragement of 
many supporters who believe in 
the pursuit. There have also 
been trials and obstacles along 
the way that I find to be God- 
sent opportunities to strengthen 
our resolve to keep on." 

‘The Church is also expected 
to fire up further the Filipinos’ 


missionary passion, “Filipinos 
are noted for their apostolic 
zeal. In their mission as evange- 
lizers, trials are turned into 
blessings. | have learned this 
beautiful lesson from them.”

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ENERAL (Ret.) Ramon J. Farolan's col- 
umn in the INQUIRER on Aug. 14, 2005 
which said that “The bravest are usually 
those whom we do not know or hear 
about” inspired me to write about a boy 
who risked his life to save that of a fellow 
guerrilla who was shot close to the ene- 
my line during the Second World War. 

Mario was still in grade school when 
the Japanese army invaded and occupied 
the Philippines in 1941. 

In 1943, Mario and I joined a guerrilla 
band in Nueva Ecija just for the ex 
ment of it. Our companions were simple 
farmers who did not seem to mind that 
they received no pay, nor did they hope 
to be rewarded for risking their lives. 

When Gen. Douglas MacArthur ful- 
filled his “I Shall Return” promise and 
the United States Army was liberating 
the Philippines in 1945, our guerrilla unit 
was attached to the 25th Infantry Divi- 
sion which was pursuing the Japanese 
Army in the mountainous jungle be- 
tween the provinces of Nueva Ecija and 
Nueva Vizcaya. 

Mario was not supposed to be in the 
battlefield because he was barely 14; 1 
was already 18 at that time. 

Our platoon of 32 men was assigned to pro- 
tect a segment of a newly constructed dirt road 
in the battle zone. We dug foxholes in pairs and 
Mario was my foxhole buddy; we took turns 
‘watching out for the enemy at night in our fox- 
holes. 

On the morning of April 12, 1945, I was sur- 
prised that Mario was not around. I searched 
further and learned that the whole platoon went 
to the hills to rescue Freddy Ramiro, a comrade 
who was shot while looking for souvenirs with 
three others in an area thought abandoned by 
the enemy. His companions were able to run 
back to our position. 

I took my automatic rifle with all the ammu- 
nition I could carry and went looking for Mario. 
‘Ata nearby hill, I found Americans in their fox- 
holes, one of whom pointed to the area down 
the hill. 

tried to stand and see what the place looked 
like but the American pushed me down and 
pointed at the tree near us which was riddled 
with enemy bullets. I went cold, thinking how 
easily 1 could get killed, should I go down the 
hill. But I decided to leave my fate in the hands 
of God and ran down the hill shouting Mario's 
name like a madman. 

‘After some 100 meters down the hill, I heard 
Mario's voice. I found him in a deep foxhole

treating Freddy, who had a nasty 
wound below his right rib. 

As I looked at the wounded man, I 
remembered that Freddy was a cheer- 
ful man. In a chat a few days before, 
he had told me that beyond those hills 
was his hometown, and that he would 
soon see his parents. I told myself that 
we should get him out of there or he 
would never see his parents again. 

Mario was placing a gauze bandage 
on Freddy's wound when an enemy 
soldier shot at us from about 50 me- 
ters away. I shot him with a burst from 
my automatic rifle. Our troops on the 
hill were also shooting at the enemy 
position. This cover fire prevented the 
enemy from leaving their cave to fin- 
ish us. 

After Mario finished treating Fred- 
dy, we tried to improvise a stretcher 


from the branches of trees scattered * 


on the ground and from our uniforms 
but we could not find the right branch- 
es. 

1 then told Mario to get a stretcher 
and he dutifully ran towards the top of 
the hill to the right of the American po- 
sition. The ground between the fox- 
hole where we were and the ravine 
was almost flat, with no trees nor 
bushes, and anyone in that area could 
easily be seen by the enemy. 

Аз Mario ran towards the direction 
of our troops, I kept shouting at our 
enemies to draw their attention. When 
Mario reached the foot of the ravine, 
he shouted to our troops for the 
stretcher we needed. 

We waited and finally a stretcher 
came bouncing down, nearly hitting 
the boy. As Mario ran back with it, I 
continued shooting in the direction of 
the enemy position. 


We carefully placed Freddy on the 
stretcher but before we could lift him, 
an enemy fired at us. Mario shot him 
with his carbine, almost emptying an 
entire clip of bullets at the poor fel- 
low. A Japanese machine gun crew 
appeared at the mouth of the cave but 
before they could fire, a burst from 
my automatic rifle got the gunner, 
forcing the rest of the crew to with- 
draw. Ignoring the danger of friendly 
fire, Mario crept close to the cave and 
threw a hand grenade; the explosion 
silenced the enemies within. 

When we were about to get going, I 
realized that we would be exposed to 
the enemy snipers once we crossed а 
bald section of the hill. I went to the 
‘Americans and requested the officer 
to fire at the enemy position over our 
heads to cover us. The officer replied 
that an accident might happen if they 
did that. He said they would use their 
mortars instead. He instructed me to 
wave my shirt when we were ready to 
move. 

Down in the foxhole, I took off my 
shirt and waved it above my head. 
The mortar shells started raining on 
the enemy position and we moved 
out, carrying our patient on the 
stretcher. After an agonizing climb, 
we finally reached an area on top of 
the hill which was beyond the sight of 
the enemies. 

Eleven years later, Mario Vicente 
and I were awarded the Gold Cross 
medal for “gallantry in action” under 
General Order Number 108 dated 
Sept. 11, 1958 by the General Head- 
quarters, Armed Forces of the Philip- 
pines, Camp Aguinaldo, Quezon City. 

1 don't know if Mario received his 
medal or was honored with а formal 
military ceremony. I lost track of him 
after he left our unit immediately at 
the end of the war to enroll in high 
school in Мићог, Nueva Ecija. 

T was happy to be honored with a 
military ceremony when the medal 
was presented to me at Camp Vicente 
Lim, Canlubang, Laguna. By that time 
1 was fortunate to have reached the 
rank of captain in the Philippine 
Army. 

Тат now 82, and perhaps some of 
the brave men in our company are al- 
ready in their final resting place. But I 
hope that Mario, who deserves the 
medal more than this author, is still 
alive and hopefully reads this article. 
He was virtually a boy but he proved 
to be the most outstanding hero 
among the stout-hearted men of our 
guerrilla organization.

For Cathy Babao-Guballa, memories of her son Migi, 
who passed away after surgery for congenital heart dis- 
ease in 1998, include waking up to find her son, with 
tubes and all after a complicated 11-hour operation, 
“staring straight through me like there was Someone 
behind me.” But it was their conversation prior to his 
surgery that struck her the most. "He asked, ‘How long 
is the surgery going to take? How long is a short while?"

A month before Jose Luis “Luijoe” Dado accidentally 
drowned in the kiddie pool of the Maribago Bluewater 
Beach Resort in Cebu where the family was vacationing 
in 2001, the boy, who was six, expressed an unusual in- 
terest in the afterlife. “He would ask me, ‘How come Je- 
sus died and rose from the dead? Are the clouds heav- 
en?" says his mom Noemi who chalked up her child's 
curiosity to the fact that it was Holy Week. But when the 
image of John the Beloved comforting Mary as she 
watched Jesus die on the cross caught his attention, 
Noemi would only see the significance of this incident at 
her own son's funeral. "It was his way of preparing me 
for my grief, of telling me there are St. Johns in my life,” 
she says. “What I didn’t realize was that St. Johns could 
occur even after the funeral.” 

Today, Dado, Guballa and Miclat are three such St 
Johns, comforting others as they have been consoled 
through The Compassionate Friends (TCF), a grief sup- 
port group they established on December 1, 2005. 
Founded in England in 1969 and adopted by nearly 30 
countries around the world, TCF is neither a profession- 
al therapy group, nor is it affiliated with any spiritual or 
religious organization. Its mission simply is to offer 
friendship and understanding, as well as support in the 
grief and trauma of families following the death of a son 
or daughter, brother or sister. 

“You don't expect to bury a child. It goes against the 
natural order of things," says Guballa, mother of Sofia, 
14, and seven-year-old Leon, of the relevance behind 
TCF's focus. Avers Dado, "There's a common saying that 
there are names for someone who lost a parent (or- 
phan) or a spouse (widow, widower). But what do you 
call someone who lost a child? It's the worst loss ever for 
а family because а part of your body is lost. Listen, that's 
all people need to do to comfort a parent or sibling 
who's grieving. Just listening and being a friend is 
enough." 

Convinced that Luijoe's death prepared her for her 
life's journey, Dado, who runs a webhosting business, e- 
mailed writer and magazine editor Guballa to propose 

; co-founding TCR Guballa needed little convincing, hav- 
(' ing come across TCF during her own mourning period, 
before she decided to put up play centers for ailing chil- 
dren called Migi's Corner. She, in turn, would invite Mi- 
clat; an old friend whose Maningning Miclat Founda- 
tion supports young artists in the fields her daughter 
` was famous for—painting and poetry. The trio launched 
their first ТСЕ meeting last December 17 at the Green- 
hills Christian Fellowship in Ortigas, Pasig, with around 
seven éouples currently in different stages of mourning 
; their Child's loss, in attendance. 
AED Emotional sharing 
, ™ Despite the awkward silence among strangers at the 
ónset, the meeting proceeded when, much to the ĉo- 
fy foundeis’ surprise, the husbands initiated what turned 
out to Be an emotional sharing. A lecture and fellowship 
followed before the group parted ways on a light note. 
+ “You have to get the grief out of your system,” says Mi- 
clat, "That's why it's important to be around people who 
understand what you're going through, those who 
won't find you fussy or too redundant because they feel 
what уди feel. While others might feel irritated because 
you keep talking about your loss, we can understand." 
“Seeing us and how far we've gone in our own jour- 
neys gives them hope,” says Dado, "that it’s possible to 
have a new life.” 

While Guballa's new life came almost immediately af- 
ter Migi's death, embarking on grief counseling and re- 
covery workshops, as well as 11 Migi's Corners and 
counting, “as my promise to be with him forever,” Dado

floundered, neglecting her family and health 
for five years.

Eventually, her two daughters (19- 
year-old Lauren and Marielle, 18) and a griev- 
ing mother whose daughter also died from an:

her pain,” says Dado, who went as far as to visit 
the lady in Cebu. "So I thought, "If 1 could help 
one person, why not a lot more?"

In between her 
work as a senior VP for sales and marketing at 
Data Center Design Corporation, Miclat is busy 
putting а book of essays called “Beyond The 
Great Wall” together with her husband and 
daughter, She also serves as a surrogate mother 
of sorts to young women on the verge of suicide. 
Since Maningning's death, at least four girls, all 
sensitive artist types like her daughter, have 
sought Miclat out for advice; one of them has 
gone on to produce award-winning poetry and 
lyrics. "I guess Maningning used me in some 
way, to be an instrument for others,” she re- 
йесі. 

Indeed, while these women тау have made 
peace with their childrens’ fates (in 2003, Dado 
laid flowers by the pool where Luijoe drowned; a 
year later, Guballa visited the room in the Heart 
Center of the Philippines where Migi passed 
away), all admit to having moments when the 
pain from their loss feels as fresh as it did on the 
day their lives changed forever. Guballa, who at- 
tended a family reunion before this interview, 
cried as Migi's face appeared in larger-than-life 
proportions during a video showing 

Dreams of a happy Maningning, meanwhile, 
somehow assure Miclat that her daughter is fi- 
nally fulfilling a goal she һай 
written in her journal: To be а 
better artist in the next life- 
time, Still, they do not com- 
pletely assuage this mother's 
immense sadness. "As long as 
we live and love,” says Miclat 
whose eyes well up whenever 
she passes by FEU, "we will 
grieve, until we die.”

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MONG other things, 2005 will probably be re- 
membered as the year indie film broke. 

Despite limited screenings and venues, indepen- 
dently-produced feature films such as Auraeus 
Solito's "Ang Pagdadalaga ni Maximo Oliveros” 
garnered both critical attention and a favorable re- 
ception from audiences grown weary of stale stu- 
dio formulas and ready for something different. By 
indie film standards at least, where success is mea- 
sured not by box office ka-ching! but by the num- 
ber of theater seats occupied by living, breathing 
non-filmmakers, “Maximo Oliveros” was a run- 


away hit. 

А somewhat quieter splash—due mainly to a blink-and- 
youl-missit screening schedule—was made Бу 
"Rigodon." 

Helmed by the husband and wife directorial team of 
Keith Sicat and Sari Lluch Dalena, "Rigodon"—which pre- 
miered at the 2005 Montreal World Film Festival—exam- 
ines the intersecting lives of three Filipino immigrants in 
post 9/11 New York and the price they pay for pursuing the 
American dream. 

Existential aftertaste 

With its somber screen tones and serious subject matter, 
spiced up with a dash of surrealism, “Rigodon” is un- 
abashedly, unapologetically arty, with none of the populist 
touches that made “Maximo Oliveros” such a crowd pleaser. 
This is offset somewhat by casting the ever-reliable Joel 
Torre and Chin-Chin Gutierrez, plus Fil-American. actor 
Arthur Acuña as the three leads. 

“Its not a popcorn film,” admits Dalena. “It challenges 
the viewer to think, and to meditate. Because of the con- 
tent, its not the usual entertainment that people who watch 
films are looking for." 

Far from being another ‘American Adobo,” "Rigodon" is 
more like "American Papaitan" with its bitter, existential af- 
tertaste—definitely an acquired taste and not for everyone. 
Not entertainment, but not exactly a root canal either (un- 
less you're one of those peóple who find any form of mental 
exertion distressing). 

“The way we attacked this one was to really explain the 


spiritual and internal side of it by focusing on three lonely 


souls,” says Sicat. “Mabigat din ang process because when 
9/11 happened, it crystallized everything, and everything 


became much more intense, so our focus became not just 


the Filipino community but the spiritual ramifications on all 
immigrants.” 


"Rigodon" also departs from the norm with a minimalist 


script which is short on incident and dialogue. 


“We wanted to downplay the usual Filipino approach

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which is all dialogue and melodrama,” 
adds Sicat. “Everything was pared down 
to the barest minimum, hanggang sa 
makita mo na talaga ang kaluluwa (until 
you can really see the soul).” 
Resourceful production 

In spite of its New York locations.and 
high production values, “Rigodon” is 
still an example of Pinoy guerrilla film- 
making at its most resourceful. The seed 
money was provided by a grant from the 
National Council for Culture and the 
Arts. As a Fulbright scholar to New York 
University’s graduate program on film 
production, Dalena was given access to 
equipment, as well as advice by NYU fac- 
ulty member Spike Lee, since “Rigodon” 
is her thesis film. Her classmates made 
up the bulk of the multinational crew, 
and the Filipino community in New York 
provided additional cast and crew, as 
well as some sponsorships. In the end, 
everybody pulled together Pinoy-style to 
see the film through to completion. 

Although they have been a couple for 
the past' seven years, “Rigodon” also 
marks the first collaboration between

Sicat and Dalena. 

“Our temperaments are very differ- 
ent,” says Dalena. "Our tastes in music, 
books don't overlap." 

Neither of the two are exactly 
strangers to creative tensions between 
couples: Dalena is the eldest daughter of 
painter Danny Dalena and sculptor Julie 
Lluch, while Sicat's parents are former 
economic planning minister Gerardo 
Sicat and UP professor Loretta Makasiar, 
all heavyweights in their respective 
fields. 

As the child of cinephile parents, Felli- 
ni and Buñuel were more of an influence 
‘on Dalena’s formative years than Dis- 
ney. 

“Tve always been attracted to film,” 
she says. "My parents made me watch 
"The Cabinet of Dr. Caligari’ when I was 
seven, and Kurosawa's 'Dodeskaden’ 
when I was about 10.” 

Painting and sculpture were always 
options, but Dalena preferred film. 

“Too many visual artists in the family,” 
she says. “Also, I liked collaborating with 
people.” 
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Eventually, Dalena went on to study film 
at the UP College of Mass Communication, 
and to make experimental short films like 
“Asong Simbahan,” based on one of her fa- 
ther's famous paintings. “Asong Simbahan” 
and another short film, “White Crosses,” 
eventually won the Urian Award. 

With а Fulbright scholarship, Dalena en- 
rolled in the New York University's graduate 
film program, where “Rigodon” became her 
thesis. She also made an award winning 
documentary on the Fil-American war titled 
“Memories of a Forgotten War,” which was 
chosen as closing film at а documentary se- 
ries at the Museum of Modern Art. 

Creative sparks 

For his part, Sicat also studied painting 
and photography, before enrolling in philos- 
ophy and literature at the University of Sus- 
sex in England, A classmate drafted him to 
help with a film project, and in no time Sicat 
was making his own short films in England, 
two of which won the ССР Alternative Film 
and Video award. On home leave from 
school, Sicat went to the UP film center to 
seek out other Filipino filmmakers, and was 
directed to Dalena. They became a couple 
soon after, although not collaborators until 
"Rigodon." 

Given their backgrounds, the potential for 
creative sparks starting a brushfire was al- 
ways there. 

“In terms of the synergy for the film, it 
was always there,” says Sicat. 

“We made sure that when we had argu- 
ments, we weren't visible to the crew be- 
cause the crew drew their energy from us,” 
says Dalena. “We had to respect each other’s 
ideas, so we always talked about each 
take.” 

The collaboration also yielded an unex- 
pected bonus in the form of the couple's first 
child, а son nicknamed Kino, whose gesta- 
tion coincided with the final stages of post- 
production. 

“In fact, the crew was taking bets on 
which would come first, the film or the ba- 
by,” recalls Dalena. As it turned out, it was a 
close call, with Dalena giving birth just 
weeks before Montreal. 

In a way, “Rigodon” is ће couple's other

HIS Romeo in Metropolitan Theater 
Guild's (MTG) production of Shake- 
speare’s famous play about star-crossed 
lovers may be more of a brawler than а 
lover. He is quick on his feet, sharp with 
his tongue, and would probably enjoy 
smashing Tybalt’s face, even as he ro- 
mances the lovely Juliet. Look a little 
closer and this particular Romeo might 
as well be the feisty Tybalt's twin. 

Or maybe that's how Yanni Yu- 
zon—band member, drama teacher, 
and an actor with a self-confessed atti- 
tude—likes to play him. Actually, he al- 
most didn't get to play Romeo because 
he preferred the more fiery Tybalt. But 
some spark of revelation made him au- 
dition for the character that he disliked, 
and persuaded the MTG powers-that- 


be to cast him against type. 

“I realized I don't like the role of Romeo be- 
cause I didn't like the way it's been done," says 
Yuzon. And, no, thank you, hang on that bal- 
сопу he might, but he won't be another sopho- 
morie, lovestruck, giddy incarnate. "You're not 
gonna see a dopey-eyed Romeo who goes end- 
lessly gushing ‘I love you, I love you.’ None of 
that crap. If Tm gonna do this Romeo like the 
way he's been done forever, then f-ck that sh-t, 
why do we have to watch it?” 

The intensity with which he throws off that 
question makes it sound like he's itching for a 
debate, a fistfight, or both. “Romeo is very, very 
depressed; that's why he clings on to this entire 
romance. It's not a cute romantic love story, 
they kill each other at the end, It's a dark sto- 

Pushing the envelope 

‘Yanni likes pushing the envelope, and there's 
a part of him that doesn’t care if his drive for 
perfection ticks people off. He doesn't mince 
‘words, and sees no reason why he should tone 
them down. This seeming inability to be diplo- 
matic made him quit his first job after gradu- 
ating with a Bachelor's Degree in Social Sci- 
ences from the Ateneo de Manila University: a 
call center stint that lasted only five months. 

He now laughs at the experience on hind- 
sight. "It was a great company and the people. 
were amazing," he acknowledges. "We were 
fresh graduates being fished out of our togas." 
But handling the complaints and requests of 
customers from the other side of the world on 
midnight shift made him realize that he wasn't 
exactly the helpful type. "It was not a job for 
me. When this customer asked, Why was my 
phone line cut off?', I had to answer, ‘Because 
you didn't pay!’ It was too stressful. I'm not a 
nice person. That's not a self-deprecating state- 
ment. It's being honest.” 

Then there was the time that he sported a T- 
shirt, shorts, a mohawk haircut and good-old: 
fashioned rubber tsinelas one day at work as 
associate editor of a men's magazine in a pub- 
lishing house that espouses traditional family 
values, Yanni says that his bosses called his at- 
tention to his attire—not for its utter irreve 
ence for office wardrobe, but for the words em- 
blazoned on the shirt, which practically hurled 
profanity at the then President of the Philip- 
pines. 

His Ateneo buddies would be the first to 
agree that Yanni is an a-hole with a capital A. 
‘The Ateneo high schooler who loved drama but 
couldn't get into the prestigious Dulaang Si- 
bol—“I was а typical high school thug who 
hung around with bad kids. I didn’t represent 
what an ambassador of Ateneo High School 
should be,” Yanni claims—was able to enter 
the college drama organization Tanghalang 
Ateneo (TA) via the backdoor. His then-teacher 
and now colleague Ron Capindig saw potential 
in the angry young man, and cast him in the 
plays he was directing. When the high-school 
‘Yanni started playing supporting roles that the 
college kids thought they should have had first 
dibs at, he started getting a bad rep. 

He recalls, “Ron put me in the inner circle, 
which the undergrads naturally hated. 1 was 
getting parts that they felt they should have 
gotten.” 


Distant memory 

It also didn't help that the youngest actor in 
ТА made his displeasure felt whenever his co- 
cast member was performing poorly. “I can be 
demanding, If they're not good in a scene, I get 
mad. 1 yell at them." 

Now, though, with college plays a distant 
memory several years after graduation, the ex- 
antagonists in TÀ have become friends. One of 
them, MTG president Steven Uy, lent him a 
condo to sleep in during the lean years, and 
cast him in productions, including "Romeo." 

Steven attests to his buddy's passion for the- 
ater. "The director wants a scene done this way.

through that scene, He argues too much.

Ironically, he is happy with his particular 
status quo at the moment. After trying out 
the corporate world for years, the artist 
has found a home in his theater, the 
academe, and his new rock band Pupil, 
fronted by ex-Eraserhead Bly Buendia, 
where he plays guitar. 
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Dropped everything 

The call of music came a year and 
three months after he joined the mag- 
azine. Buendia was forming a new 
band and asked him to come in. 
“Jes like the ringmaster invit- 
ing you to join the circus. 
That's when I said I will fol- 
low my heart—and I quit my 
job, dropped everything, and 

decided to become a rock star.”

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HE DISTINCTION becomes evident early on. 
Kenneth Yang, 40-year-old managing director of 
Golden Arches Development Corporation, the 
company behind McDonald's in the Philippines, 
arrives 10 minutes early for the interview at the 
spanking new branch in El Pueblo, Mandaluy- 
ong.

Yang is also proud of his role in contributing to what 
he ‘calls "the dignity of labor" "Before, people who 
worked in restaurants were considered low-end. We be- 
came such a fun place to work, we had so many cole- 
gialas from exclusive schools applying to work with us; 
they would come in their Mercedes to submit their 
forms.” 

Ав Kenneth seconds, it was indeed “hip to be on the 
McDonald's crew.” He knows whereof he speaks, of 
course; even when he was still in college, taking up Man- 
agement Engineering at the Ateneo de Manila, he was 
already a crew member at the Cubao branch beside the 
old New Frontier theater. Three different nine-hour 
shifts make it especially convenient for working students 
to earn some extra money, and McDonald's prides itself 
in helping such kids earn enough to finish their educa- 
tion. "I remember I brought all my friends with me to 
join the crew." Did everyone know he was the boss’ son? 
“Yes, but we were all kids, so it didn't matter. We were 
just having fun, They did make me clean the toilets, 
though. And yes, I know how to flip a hamburger, al- 
though there have been a lot of technological advance- 
ments in the kitchen since I was there." 

In fact, Kenneth credits the work for helping him, then 
a bespectacled numbers cruncher, come out of his shell. 
“It was exciting, because it was a people business. I was 
quite shy as a person, and that's where I made a lot of 
friends. 1 was forced to smile and greet the customer.” 
Among his funnier experiences, Kenneth recalls how 
customers in Cubao would come in and look for siopao.

Kenneth is the eldest of the four children of George

“When you're young] 
you don't get tired easily.” he says, 
recalling the breakneck schedule: 
Still, he found time to bond with his 
Kids, “especially through sports. We 
would play a lot of tennis, and now 
it’s golf” Who's the better player? 
"Of course, him,” George points to 
Kenneth, “It used to be me, but every 
generation has its time.” 

Kenneth's time, it seems, began in

Ironically, while his dad was never 
his direct boss when he was rising in 
the company, Kenneth now reports 
directly to him. "My job basically 
means that, aside from strategic and 
high-level decisions, everything else. 
falls on my lap." Interestingly, it was 
not his dad who promoted him, but 
the expat managers who used to run 
the company. “I guess they thought, 
puede na (he's ready)!" 

Immediate mandate 

Dad's immediate mandate, Ken- 
meth says, was “raise the sales! We 
have to grow. His work philosophy 
has always been to think big. Нез 
very instinctive, and I'm the balanc- 
ing factor, more analytical." "I take 
risks, even i£ don't win all the time,” 
George says. “You win some, lose 
some. Now, though, I'm more afraid 
to risk, because I'm more mature. If I 
were younger, Ра have the luxury of 
time. But Гуе made a lot and lost a 
lot.” 

‘Then he brightens up visibly, as if 
remembering. “Well, Kenneth runs 
this now, and I just give my inputs. 
Не! be president soon. He's more 
detailed than me, which is good. I 
tend to look at the big picture all the 
time, and in this business, you need 
both.” His most important piece of 
business advice: “You have to be fo- 
cused and work hard, because every- 
body's good. So how do you have an 
edge? You work harder and you have 
to be persistent.” 

Fortunately, they both claim not to 
talk too much business at home, “On- 
ly at the dining table,” says George. 
“I try not to talk about business at 
night, or I can't sleep!” Besides, he is 
soon moving out of his parents’ Ur- 
daneta place into a house just down 
the road, Kenneth says. For sure, 
George will miss waking up to see his 
three grandchildren Kay, Kevin and 

ildren of Kenneth and wife 
Cindy, who helps out her mother-in- 
law in the jewelry business. There 
are four other grandkids with Rich- 
mond, and George is looking for- 
ward to more from the newlywed 
Karen Kristine and the soon-to-be- 
wed Kris, 

"His kids will have an easier time,” 
George says, nodding towards Ken- 
neth, "but the thing to watch out for 


is not to make it too easy. Hardships 
can be good for you. When I was 
small, I had to go to school, carry my 
own bags and take the jeepney. I was 
seven years old! Now we're afraid to 
let kids cross the street, and each one 
has a yaya.” If there's one perk that 
comes with scaling down, George 
says, it’s that “I don't use an alarm 
clock anymore. If you do, you wake 
up, and you're tense па!” 

Kenneth sighs; he's still on the 
clock, he says. 

George's drive “to be the best," as 
Kenneth puts it, applies to most ev- 
erything—work, tennis, golf, and 
now, his singing, where the elder 
Yang has proven to be a revelation. 
And we're not just talking karaoke 
here, although that's how he started. 
“You could say I discovered myself,” 
George says with a laugh. "I always 
knew I could carry a tune, even when 
I was young, but I never pursued it. 
For a Chinese family singing is.a 
waste of time.” 

Some seven years ago, forced to 
entertain guests at a bar, George dis- 
covered karaoke, and bought some 
equipment for his home. 

Natural tenor

If we 
had 50 percent freedom before, now 
we have 80 percent.” 

‘The Philippine market has its own 
peculiarities, the Yangs report. 
ipinos eat more often, and, as Ken- 
neth reveals, “they still need to be 
educated that you can have a good 
meal with bread." 

‘And what about the omnipresent 
competition? "We just do the best we 
can,” George says diplomatically. 
“There are so many things we 
couldn't do that the competition 
‘could. I think we gave them that op- 
portunity, But this year is an adjust- 
ment year, a reorganizing year for us. 
People are going to see a change for 
the better."

М. accused him of conspiring to unseat her

im of his post at the National Labor Re- 
lations Commission, Despite his denials, 
former ambassador, labor arbiter and 
lawyer Roy Sefieres is indeed brewing 
something hot—and the Chief Executive 
might do well to get out of his kitchen. 
Sefieres’ offerings at Our Father's Coffee 
Shop just might prove too stimulating for 
her taste. 

The coffee shop at the food court of 
Robinson's Galleria serves native coffee 
grown from Bukidnon, Batangas Barako, 
Cavite Amadeo and Benguet kape. 

^| want to promote our local coffee," 
says Зейегез of his newfound job, which 
had been a long-time dream. Ѕейегез and 
friends provided the initial funding for the 
coffee shop while eldest daughter Hazel 
thought up the name, did the menu and 
developed marketing ideas, including the 
use of recycled paper as coffee cup. Father 
and daughter also screened the waiters 


and cashier. 

‘The cafe serves its brew with a choice of six 
pieces of pizza-shaped pandesal topped with ei- 
ther grilled tuna from General Santos City, long- 
ganisa from Quezon, strawberry jam from 
Baguio, corned beef from Batangas, mango jelly 
from Cebu, or peanut butter from Laguna. 

“pinoy na Pinoy (very Filipino),” Sefieres says 
of the concept. 

Heady brew 

Just as Pinoy is the coffee shop's ambiance, 
with political pundits, literati, and bohemians 
mixing it up in a heady brew of anything from 
politics to economics to showbiz. They are all 
there: students, contract workers, company exec- 
utives, government workers, oppositionists, for- 
eign and local diplomats, active and retired sol- 
diers—people whom Sefieres have worked with 
at one time of another in his long controversial 
career and many incarnations. 

More than just a convenient hang-out, the cof- 
fee shop also doubles as an act of patriotism and 
nationalism for him, says Sefieres. 

"Our coffee is world class," he notes. “Its aroma 
has a unique quality that reminds me of family, 
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azel presents pizza- 
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home, and country. When people buy it, 
they help our compatriots earn a living, 
and the money circulates and keeps the 
local economy afloat.” 

With his working philosophy, this law 
graduate of San Beda College feels that 
he's never left government service. 

Sefieres has about 32 years ofa proud 
and high profile public service career 
behind him, He could easily be the 
“Kapeng Barako” of the labor and diplo- 
matic circles, often figuring anumber 
of controversies where he winds up vin- 
dicated. 

He was among the first members of 
the Labor Attaché Corps when it was 
created by Labor Secretary Blas Ople in 
1974. Along with Chito Brillantes and 
Reynaldo Parungao, these “Ople Boys,” 
were the first and only labor figures that 
crossed over to diplomatie service in the 
wake of the country’s burgeoning labor 
export. 

Better assignment 

Sefieres remembers well Ople’s in- 
structions when he first flew to the Unit- 
ed States as labor attaché:. “I don’t care

if you incur the ire of the host country еру БО» 


as long as you please your compatti- 
ots," he quoted the labor secretary a8, 


saying. "He would tell us: ‘We sent yous, 


there not to serve the foreign govern- 
ment, but your countrymen. In the 
event that you displease the foreigners, 
Iwill give you a better assignment.” , 

In no time at all, Sefieres became the 
overnight darling among contract 
workers in the United States and later, 
in the United Arab Emirates, for report- 
edly being approachable and results- 
oriented. His popularity provoked envy 
however and in 1986, Foreign Affairs 
Secretary Raul Manglapus and Labor 
Secretary Franklin Drilon ordered a 
probe of allegations levied against him 
by an ambassador and his wife. The 
probe proved nothing and Sefieres was 
retained. When Ramos was elected 
president, he was appointed ambas- 
sador. 

On his first day as chief of mission, 
Sefieres was welcomed by a UAE intel- 
ligence official who revealed that he 
had a roomful of tapes that recorded

up his sleeves 


practically all his phone conversa- 
tions with other Filipinos as well as 
Arabs when he was still the labor at- 
taché. His phones had been bugged, 
he was told, because of the ambas- 
sador's allegations against him. "We 
found nothing on you, that's why we 
have accepted your credentials with 
open arms,” he quoted the official as 
saying. 

But Sefieres’ defining moment 
came when UAE authorities an- 
nounced that it was executing 14- 
year-old Filipino maid Sarah Balaba- 
gan for killing her employer after he 
had raped her in Abu Dhabi. Presi- 
dent Ramos was then smarting from 
all the flak resulting from the execu- 
tion of another maid, Flor Contem- 
placion, in Singapore. 

Diplomatic connections 

Sefieres used his diplomatic con- 
nections to make it to all the monar- 
chy's state dinners and functions, of- 
ten breaking protocol to get to the 
king. 

Balabagan was freed soon 
enough, prompting Ramos to order 
Malacafiang officials to arrange a 
state visit to the Emirates го thank 
the UAE leaders. Balabagan and 
Sefieres came home to a hero's wel- 
come. At his intercession, says 
Sefieres, the UAE subsequently freed 
two other Filipinos facing execution 
years later. 

When Señeres finished his term as 
ambassador, President Joseph Estra- 
da asked him to head the NLRC. 
President Arroyo later asked him to 
turn over the post to Labor secretary 
Patricia Sto. Tomas after he was ac- 
cused of secretly meeting with US 

embassy officials in a plot to 
overthrow Ms Arroyo. 

Three weeks ago, 
Sefieres resurfaced 
as an ally of former 
Defense Secretary 

„ Fortunato Abat who 
declared himself new 
Philippine president and 
_„head-ofan alternative government. 

‘The group was arrested without war- 

rant and charged with inciting to 

sedition, They were later released on 
bail. 

Sefieres says he has no regrets 
over the incident. "I made a point,” 
he says. "There were people who 
called us crazy, but there were those 
who said otherwise, 1 am one of 
those dissatisfied with the Arroyo 
administration. 1 cast my lot. When 
the next generation realizes the gov- 
ernment’s folly, at least it can't be 
said that we didn't say or do any- 
thing.” 

In the meantime, without a podi- 
um to air his views, Sefieres keeps 
his sentiments percolating with e; 
cup of coffee he serves.
